Senate  arid  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows:  '/r'.'  . 

Sbctiok  1,  That  part  of  the  Owasco  outlet  lying  in 
the  towns  of  Owasco  and  Fleming,  from  the  said 
lake  to  the  sawmill  dam,  is  hereby  declared  a  public 
highway.

§  1.  Hereafter  the  officers  of  said  city  shall  consist  omcen  of 
of  one  mayor,  one  clerk,  one  police  justice,  one  trea-^^^- 
surer  and  tax  receiver,  eight  police  constables,  one 
overseer  of  the  poor,  one  superintendent  of  streets, 
one  chief  engineer  of  the  fire  department  and  two 
assistant  engineers.  There  shall  also  be  the  following 
officers  in  each  ward :  two  aldermen,  one  supervisor, 
three  inspector  of  election,  one  constable,  one  assessor, 
one  fire  warden,  together  with  such  other  city  and 
ward  officers  as  are  hereinafter  mentioned.  The  mayor, 
police  justice,  treasurer  and  tax  receiver,  and  over- 
seer of  the  poor,  shall  be  elected  on  a  general  ballot, 
to  be  voted  for  by  all  the  electors  of  said  city,  at  each 
annual  city  election.  The  supervisor,  assessor  and 
aldermen,  and  inspectors  of  election,  and  constables 
in  each  ward  of  said  city,  shall  be  elected  by  the 
electors  of  such  ward  on  one  ballot,  at  each  annual 
city  election  and  the  election  of  the  last  mentioned 
ward  officers  heretofore  elected,  is  hereby  ratified  and 
confirmed.  The  officers  of  said  city  whose  election 
is  not  herein  provided  for,N8hall  be  appointed  by  the 
common  council  on  the  nomination  of  the  mayor  if 
they  concur  in  his  nomination,  and  if  not,  they  shall 
appoint  on  the  nomination  of  any  member  of  the 
common  council. 

3  2.  Section  three  of  title  two  of  said  act  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows :

for  use ;  he  shall  countersign  all  licenses  granted  by 
the  common  council,  and  shall  enter  in  an  appropriate 
b.ook  the  name  of  every  person  to  whom  a  liceusio 
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shall  be  ^ranted^  the  date  thereof  the  time  during 
which  it  shall  continue  in  force^  and  the  sum  paid  for 
the  same;  he  shall  within  twenty-four  hours  after 
each  and  eveiy  meeting  of  the  common  council,  make 
and  deliver  to  the  treasurer  and  tax  receiver,  a  copy 
certified  by  him  of  all  resolutions  and  proceedings  of 
the  common  council  relating  to  the  finances  of  the 
city ;  he  shall  perform  all  the  duties  of  clerks  of  towns 
not  inconsistent  with  this  act,  and  his  office  is  hereby

lolders  shall  have  an  opportunity  to  take  the  propor- 
tion of  such  stock,  that  the  amount  of  common  stock 
held  by  them  respectively  shall  bear  to  the  whole 
common  stock,  ana  shall  have  ten  days  after  notice  to 
elect  whether  they  will  take  such  stock  and  pay  for 
the  same  as  required  or  not ;  that  so  much  thereof  aa 
shall  not  be  taken  by  stockholders  shall  be  issued  to 
the  person  subscribing  and  paying  for  the  same  at  the 
par  value    thereof.

or  mules ;  for  every  horse  led  or  driven,  three  cents.

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  construction  of  a  rail- 
road from  the  city  of  Poughkeepsie  to  the  Con- 
necticut or  Massachusetts  line,  and  to  authorize 
towns  to  subscribe  the  capital  stock  thereof. 
Passed  April  13, 1866;  three-fifths  being  present.

'  be  struck  off*  or  sold,  and  shall  in  all  cases .  be  madd 
by  the  person  making  the  sale  ;  and  the  account,  to

of  the  Central  Park  to  cause  a  survey  to  be  made  of 

that  part  of  the  city  and  county  of  New  York  bounded 
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northerly  by  One  Hundred  and  Fifty-fifth  street,  east- 
erly by  the  westerly  line  of  the  Eighth  avenue  north  of 
Ifiighty-second  street  and  by  the  westerly  line  of  the 
Ninth  avenue  south  of  Eighty-second  street,  southerly 
'     by  the  southerly  line  of  Seventy-second  street  east  of 
the  Tenth  avenue  and  by  the  southerly  line  of  Si^ty- 
seventh  street  west  of  the  Tenth  avenue,  and  westerly 
by  the  Hudson  river,  and  to  prepare  maps,  plans  and 
profiles  embracing  and  showing  such  changes  in  the 
width,,  direction  and  grades  of  the  streets,  avenues  and 
roads  now  laid  out  within  the  area  above  described, 
and  in  the  pier  and  bulkhead  lines  now  established,

The  commissioners  of  highways  in  the 
town  of  Ellicott,  in  the  county  of  Chautauqua^  are 
authorized  and  required  to  erect  bridges  across  the 
outlet  of  the  Chautauqua  lake  and  the  Casadaga  creek 
in  said  town,  in  place  of  such  bridges  under  their  care 
as  are  in  such  a  condition  as  renders  them  unsafe  for 
use,  and  unfit  to  be  repaired,  and  to  repair  such  other 
bridges  in  that  town  across  said  streams,  as  need  con- 
siderable repairs,  and  to  expend  in  such  building  and 
repairs  a  sum  not  exceeding  four  thousand  dollars  in 
addition  to  the  -sum  already  raised  in  that  town  for  the 
improvement  of  roads  and  bridges.

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corpoMttioii  sliaU  b«  called  and  known  by  the  name  of 
**The  Mount  6inu  Hospital." 

S  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  village  of 
Nassau,  in  the  county  of  Rensselaer. 
Passed  April  17, 1866 ;  three-fifths  being  present. 
The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York^  represented  m 
Senate  ondAssmbljfj  do  enact  asfoUows: 

Sbotiok  1.  All  that  part  of  the  town  of  Nassau  in  ^mjun 
the  county  of  Bensselaer,  contained  in  the  following  ^^^ 
bounds,  to  wit :  Beginning  at  the  east  end  of  the 
bridge  across  the  creek  near  the  house  of  Calvin 
Baker ;  thence  running  down  the  east  side  of  said 
creek  to  the  southwest  comer  of  the  lands  of  Smith 
Yan  Valkenburffh ;  thence  easterly  along  the  line  of 
fence  to  the  roaa  running  from  Nassau  to  Chatham 
Street;  thence  easterly  and  across  the  road  from 
Nassau  to  Maiden,  to  a  point  in  the  southeast  comer 
of  the  wood  lot  lately  owned  by  Samuel  W.  Hoag, 
opposite  to  and  midway  of  the  houses  of  Abram 
Seeley  and  Martin  Yan  Salisbury ;  thence  northerly 
on  a  line  ranning  one  hundred  feet  east  of  the 
bam  owned  by  Smith  Griffith  to  the  creek  which 
divides  the  town  of  Nassaa  from  the  town  of  Scho- 
dack ;  thence  along  the  east  side  of  said  creek  to  the 
place  of  beginning,  shall  be  known  and  distinguished 
by  the  name  of  the  village  of  Nassau.

death,  removal  or  resignation,  who  shall  within  ten  ^^^^^-^ 
days  thereafter,  meet  and  elect  another  president  out  Sent.

to  keep  the  minutes  of  all  such  votes,  orders,  rules  *^*"' 
and  regulations  as  are  made  by  said  trustees,  or  by 
said  inhabitants  at  their  public  meetings,  and  also  to 
attend  the  meetings  ofthe  trustees,  and  record  all  the 
by-laws  and  regulations  passed  by  them ;  and  in  case 
or  the  death,  removal  or  inability  of  said  clerk,  or  of 
said  treasurer,  or  of  said  collector,  to  discharge  the 
duties  of  their  respective  offices,  it  shall  and  may  be 
lawful  for  said  trustees  to  fill  such  vacancy  as  they  may 
deem  proper. 

S  8.  The  collector  shall  within  such  a  time  as  shall  nnttei  of 
be  hereafter  limited  by  the  by-laws  of  said  corpora-***""^'* 
tion,  after  the  receipt  of  his  warrant  for  collecting  any 
tax  that  may  have  been  ordered  to  be  raised,  collect 
and  pay  the  same  to  the  treasurer,  and  such  collector 
shall  JiAve  and  exercise  the  same  power  in  the  collect^

of  to  attach  thereto  the  like  certificate  as  required  to 
be  made  by  town  assessors  and  verify  the  same  before 
the  clerk  of  said  village  and  file  the  said  roll  with  said 
clerk.     All  taxes  ordered  to  be  raised  at  any  annual 
or  special  meeting  or  by  the  said  trustees,  shall  be  of  tn»- 
apportioned  on  said  assessment  roll  by  said  trustees  ^••• 
and  shall  be  collected  by  and  under  a  warrant  to  be 
attached  thereto  and  under  seal  of  said  corporation, 
and  signed  by  the  president  and  clerk,  directing  the

of  commissioners  of  highways  of  towns  in  repairing, 
altering  and  laying  out  streets  and  highways  withm 
the  limits  of  the  said  village,  and  in  expending  the 
money  raised  for  highway  purposes. 
§  16.  The  trustees  of  said  village  shall  have  power  JJJtjS"' 
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and  it.  shall  be  their  dtity  to  prescribe  the  manner  of 
repairing  highways,  streets  and  alleys  and  laying  out 
the  moneys  raised  for  highway  purposes  therein,  and 
shall  exercise  all  the  powers  and  penorm  all  the  duties 
of  commissioners  of  highways  within  the  limits  of 
said  village  in  like  manner  and  with  like  effect  as 
commissioners  of  towns,  and  are  hereby  authorized  to 
assess  upon  each  male  inhabitant  of  said  village  of  the 
age  of  tvrenty-one  years  and  upwards,  not  less  than 
Hjgjwiy  one  nor  more  than  two  days'  service  and  labor  upon 
oomiimta>  the  highways,  streets  and  alleys  of  said  village  over 
^^  and  above  the  assessment  upon  real  and  personal 
property,  and  to  require  all  higbwav  assessments  to  be 
commuted  for  the  sum  of  one  dollar  for  each  day  so 
assessed  to  each  person  ;  and  every  person  so  assessed 
and  having  received  one  day's  notice  from  the  street 
commissioner  of  said  village  to  appear  and  perform 
such  service  and  labor  aforesaid,  and  who  shall  not 
commute  when  so  required  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  one 
dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  for  each  day  so  assessed, 
to  be  collected  by  such  street  commissioner  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  article  third,  title  one, 
chapter  sixteen  of  the  first  part  of  the  Revised  Statutes. 
Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit  said 
trustees  from  levying  a  poll  tax  for  and  on  account  of 
labor  and  improvements  in  the  streets  of  said  villas; 
but  said  trustees  shall  and  may  assess  every  male  inhabi- 
tant over  the  ace  of  twenty-one  years,  a  yearly  amount 
not  exceeding  that  prescribed  by  the  law  relative  to  high- 
ways,  nor  exceeding  the  ratio  of  assessment  which 
may  be  fixed  by  sdd  trustees  for  said  purposes.

Passed  April  17, 1866.

All  the-  estate,  right,  title  and  interest  , 
of  the  people  of  the  State  of  New  York,  in  and  to 
all  that  certain  piece  or  parcel  of  land,  situate,  lying 
and  being  on  the  south  side  of  Clinton  avenue,  be- 
tween Quail  and  Perry  streets,  in  the  ninth  ward  of 
the  city  of  Albany,  in  wnat  was  heretofore  known  as  the 
Dutch  church  tract  on  the  hill,  and  designated  on  a  map 
of  said  tract  as  lots  numbers  forty-six  and  forty-seven, 
on  the  south  side  of  Patroon  street  as  formerly  called 
(now  Clinton  avenue) ;  being  the  same  premises  con- 
veyed b^  Ann  Hutson  to  August  George,  by  deed  the 
twenty-eighth  day  of  November,  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty,  and  recorded  in  the  Albany  county  clerk's  | 

office,  December  first,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty, 
in  book  of  deeds  number  one  hundred  and  sixty-seven, 
paffe  thirty,  and  of  which  A.ugust  George  died  seized, 
IS  hereby  released  to  Jacob  Luckenbach  of  Rondout, 
TJlster  county.

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "An  act  in 
relation  to  the  Croton  Aqueduct  in  the  city  of 
New  York,  and  certain  streets  in  said  city/' 
passed  April  twenty-seventh,  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-five,  and  to  provide  for  the  full  exe- 
cution thereof 

Passed  April  17, 1866 ;  three-fifths  being  present. 
The  People  of  (he  State  of  New  Tork^  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly  j  do  enact  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  The  second  section  of  the  act  entitled

Chap.  633. 

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  the  Benevolent  Fund  of 
the  late  Volunteer  Fire  Department  in  the  city 
of  New  York. 

Passed  April  17, 1866;  three-fifths  being  present. 
TTie  People  of  the  *State  of  New  Yorky  represented  in 

Senate  and  Assembly  ^  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.    The  president,  two  vice-presidents  ofcorponto 
the  exempt  firemen's  association  of  the  city  of  New^" 
York,  and  the  present   board    of  trustees    of  the 
fire  department  fund  of  the    city   of  New   York, 
are  "hereby  constituted  and  appointed  a  body  cor- 

? orate  and  politic  by  the  name  and -style  of  "The 
'rustees  of  the  Exenapt  Firemen's  Benevolent  Fund 
of  the  city  of  New  York,"  and  by  such  corporate 
name  may  sue  and  be  sued  in  any  of  the  courts  of 
this  State.  Such  corporation  shall  exist  for  twenty 
years  from  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  act. 

S  2.  Said  corporation  shall  have  a  president,  a  firsts 
and  second  vice-president,  a  recording  and  financial 
secretary,  a  treasurer  and  twelve  trustees.  All  the 
said  officers  of  the  corporation,  except  the  trustees, 
shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  the  trustees 
for  four  years,  except  as  hereinafter  provided.  The 
trustees  named  in  this  act  shall  be  aivided  into  four 
classes,  said  classes  to  be  determined  by  lot  under  the 
supervision  of  the  officer?  of  the  said  corporation  other 
than  the  trustees,  within  ten  days  after  the  passage  of 
this  act.  The  iirst  class  shall  hold  their  office  for  oneTenmor 
year,  the  second  for  two  years,  the  third  for  three  ^*^ 
years,  and  the  fourth  for  four  years.

The  board  of  trastees  of  the  New  York 
State  Inebriate  Asylum,  are  hereby  authorized  to  ap- 
point two  or  more  of  the  attendants  and  employees  of 
said  asjrium  as  policemen,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  under 
the  order  of  the  saperiutendent  or  assistant  superin- 
tendents, to  arrest  and  return  to  the  asylum  such  ine- 
hriates  who  have  been  sent  to  the  asylum  by  the  order 
of  the  court  and  who  have  escaped  from  the  asylnm 
or  to  arrest  any  patient  who  shall  violate  any  law  of 
the  asylum.

Sbction  1.  Edward.  A.  Lawrence,  of  Flashing, 
William  S.  Worthinffton,  of  Newtown,  and  OomeliuB 
R.  Atwater,  of  Brooklyn,  are  hereby  appointed  com- 
missioners to  lay  out  and  permanenth^  locate  a  public 
road  or  highway  in  the  town  of  Newtown,  Queens 
county,  commencing  at  or  near  Maspeth  avenue,  at 
the  place  where  Maspeth  avenue  and  the  turnpike  of

The  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county 
of  Kings  are  authorized  to  bori'ow  on  the  ^credit  of  the 
county,  and  in  anticipation  of  the  taxes  tinereof  for 
the  ^ensuing  year,  any  sums  of  money  not  exceeding 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be  applied  solely  for 
the  support'Of  the  poor  of  said  county.

5  2.  The  county  treasurei*  of  Kings  county,  (on  the

the  same,  after  having  obtained  the  consent  of  a  ma- 
jority of  the  tax  payers  voting  at  a  village  meeting 
called  for  such  purpose  by  public  notice  given  for  ten 
days  previous.

hereof,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  efiect  the 
proYisions  of  this  act.

Section  ten  of  the  act  entitled  ^<  An  act 
to  amend  an  act  to  establish  a  court  of  special  sessions 
in  and  for  the  city  of  Albany,  and  to  confer  further 
judicial  powers  upon  the  recorder  of  said  city,*'  passed 
April  tenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-five,  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows.

The  People  of  the  State  of  New   York,  represented  in 

Senate  and  Assembly  y  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  trustees  of  school  district  number 
twenty-three  of  the  town  of  Watervliet  are  authorized 
to  issue  their  bonds,  as  such  trustees,  for  the  payment 
of  the  sum  of  six  thousand  dollars,  and  interest  there- 
on, as  follows :  I'welve  hundred  dollars,  and  interest 
from  the  date  of  such  bonds,  on  the  first  day  of  Octo- 
*ber,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-six,  and  the  sum  of 
twelve  hundred  dollars,  with  interest  as  above,  on  the 
first  days  of  October  in  each  and  every  year  thereafter, 
up  to  and  inclading  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
seventy,  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  expenses  in- 
curred and  to  be  incurred  by  said  trustees  in  the 
purchase  of  a  lot,  and  in  the  erection  of  a  suitable 
building  thereon,  and  furnishing  the  same  for  school 
purposes,  pursuant  to  the  vote  of  the  taxable  inhabi- 
tants of  said  district,  held  March  twenty-first,  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-five.  The  taxes  voted  by  said  dis- 
trict for  the  above  purposes,  are  to  be  levied  and  col- 
lected for  the  redemption  and  payment  of  said  bonds, 
principal  and  interest 

S  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  and  regulate  the  salaries  of 
•  the  Surrogate  and  of  the  clerk  of  the  Surro- 
gate's Court  in  and  for  the  county  of  Erie. 

Passed  April  20, 1866 ;  three-fifths  being  present. 
The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  repreaented  in 
Senate  homL  Assembfyy  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  salaries  of  the  surrogate  and  of 
the  clerk  of  the  Surrogate's  court  in  and  for  the 
eouatj^  ^f  Erie,*-  we  b^reby  regelated  and  ^tab- 
lished  as  follows :  The  salary  of  said  surrogate  shall 
be  the  sum  of  twenty-fiv^  hundred  dollars  per  annum, 
and  the  salary  of  said  clerk  shall  be  the  sum  of  ten 
hundred  and  fiffy  dollars  per  annum,  be^nning  with 
the  first  da^  of  January,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  sixfy-suc.

5  5.  This  act  is  not  intended  and  shall  not  be  con- 
strued as  requiring  said  surrogate  to  pay  and  discharge 
an^of  the  expenses  of  his  office,  but  the  same  shall  be 
paid  and  provided  for  as  heretofore  by  the  aforesaid 
board  of  supervisors.

AN  ACT  for  the  better  protection  of  sick  and  in- 
firm indigent  passengers  arriving  at  the  port  of 
New  York. 

Passed  April  20, 1866. 
The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly  y  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  captains, 
owners,  agents  and  consignees  of  all  ships  or  vessels 
arriving  at  the  port  of  New  York,  having  as  a  passenger 
any  lanatic,  idiot,  deaf,  dumb,  blind,  maimed,  infirm

AN  ACT  to  prevent  the  iptroduction  and  spread 
of  the  disease  known  as  the  Rinderpest,  and  for 
the  protection  of  the  flocks  and  herds  of  sheep 
and  cattle  in  this  State  from  destruction  by  this 
and  other  infectious  diseases. 

Passed  April  20, 1866 ;  three-fifths  being  present 

Tht  PeojfU  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly ^  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  health  officer  JSS&f 
of  the  port  of  New. York,  in  addition  to  the  duties  offlco^ 
now  imposed  on  him  by  existing  law,  to  examine  and 
inquire  whether  any  animals  are  brought  in  any  ves- 
sels arriving  at  said  port  in  violation  of  any  regulation 
of  law  passed  by  the  Congress  of  the  United  States 
prohibitmg  the  importation  of  such  animals. 

§  2.  Whenever  any  animal  brought  as  a  ship's  cow,  ^^ 
with  no  intention  of  landing  the  same  or  of  violating 
any  snch  law  or  regulation  of  Confess  as  aforesaid,

The  People  of  the  State  qf  New  Torkj  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly^  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  commissioners  of  quarantine,  in  Board  or 
conjunction  with  the  mayor  of  the  city  of  New  York  SSSSlTof 
and  the  mayor  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  shall  constitute  ^^' 
a  board  of  commissioners,  to  perform  the  duties  and 
exercise  the  powers  imposed  and  conferred  by  this 
act.

Passed  April  21, 1866.

Senaie  and  Assembly j  do  enact  as  follows ; 

Sbction  1.  Any  person  who  shall  nnlawfully  take 
and  carry  away  hy  any  means  the  oysters  of  another 
lawftilly  planted  upon  the  bed  of  any  of  the  rivers 
bays,  sounds,  or  other  waters  within  the  jurisdiction 
of  this  State,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  upon  conviction  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not 
exceeding  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  or  by  impris- 
onment in  the  common  jail  of  the  county  where  the 
ofienae  was  committed,  for  a  period  not  exceeding  six 
months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

^  2.  The  courts  of  special  sessions  of  this  State,  in 
and  for  the  county  where  any  offense  shall  be  commit- 
ted under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  have  juris- 
diction to  hear,  try  and  determine  the  same,  and  upon 
conviction  to  punish  the  offender  as  provided  in  the 
first  section  of  this  act,  unless  the  offender  shall  elect 
to  be  otherwise  tried.

William  E.  Major,  their  associates  and  successors, 
shall  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate  by  the  name  of

ing, fitting,  purchasing,  chartering,  navigating,  run-

ment, all  fines  and  penalties  that  said  department

The  first  section  of  chapter  three  hun- 
dred and  eighty-eiffht  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred 
and  fifty-seven  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as 
follows : 
wiiomay      The  Street  known  as  Broadway  or  Bloomingdale 
SbSJS^  road,  in  the  city  of  New  York,  may  be  widened  by  the

AN  ACT  to  improve  Grand  street  in  the  city  of

Passed  April  28, 1866 ;  three-fifths  being  present.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  village  of  Port  Rich- 

mond,  in  the  county  of  Richmond, 

Passed  April  24, 1866 ;  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  Slaie  of  New  York^  represented  ui 
Senate  and  Assemblj/ J  do  enact  as  follows : 
ir«mt.  Sbction  1.  That  part  of  the  town  of  Northfield,  in 
the  county  of  Richmond,  contained  within  the  bound- 
aries hereinafter  described,  shall  be  a  village  by  the 
name  of  Port  Richmond,  and  the  citizens  of.  the  State 
from  time  to  time,  inhabitants  within  said  boundaries^ 
shall  be  a  corporation  by  the  name  of  the  village  of 
Port  Richmond. 

S  2.  The  territory  within  the  following  bound- 
aries shall  constitute  the  village  of  Port  Richmond : 
Bounded  as  follows :  northerly  oy  the  Kill  Von  Kull, 
easterly  by  the  line  between  Castleton  and  Northfield, 
southerly  beginning  on  a  point  made  by  the  intersec- 
tion of  the  aforesaid  line  with  Cherry  Lane,  thence  in 
a  direct  line,  which  will  run  fifty  feet  south  of  the  resi- 
dence of  John  T.  Mersereau  to  Simonson  avenue, 
^terly  by  Simonson  avenue.

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5  8.  The  oflScere  of  the  village  'shall  consist  of  six 
trustees,  one  of  which  shall  be  president,  to  be  elected 
by  their  own  body,  three  assessors,  a  collector,  a  cleric, 
a  treasurer,  a  street  commissioner  and  such  subordi- 
nate officers  as  are  authorized  by  this  act  or  by  general 
laws;  all  of  said  officers,  until  the  first  annual  election, 
to  be  appointed  by  the  trustees.

He  has  the  power,  and  it  is  his  duty  to  sus- 
pend, until  after  the  next  annual  election,  the  operation 
of  any  resolution  or  ordinance  of  the  trustees  by  his 
order  to  be  entered  upon  the  records  of  the  village, 
with  his  reasons  therefor  when  in  his  judgment  it  is 
in  violation  of  this  act,  or  of  any  law  of  this  State,  or 
appropriates  nwney  or  involves  exDenditares  improvi- 
dently.  If  adopted  by  the  next  Iboard  of  trustees  it 
shall  not  be  so  suspended.  The  president  in  behalf 
of  the  village,  must  execute  all  leases,  contracts,  li- 
censes and  other  papers  to  be  executed  as  the  act  of 
the  village  when  so  authorized  by  the  trustees. 

S  22.  The  president  shall  have  power  and  it  shall  be 
his  duty  to  suppress  riots,  and  to  yrder  and  compel  all 
tumultuous  assemblages  to  disperse ;  and  he  shall 
have  the  same  power  for  this  purpose  as  is  given  by 
the  law  to  sherifis. 

S  23.  The  president  may,  when  in  his  iudgment 
the  safety  of  person  or  property,  or  the  gooa  order  of 
the  village  demands  it,  designate  one  or  more  persons, 
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by  appoifitment  in  writing,  to  act  as  special  policemen 
for  such  time,  not  extending  beyond  the  next  meeting 
of  the  trustees,  as  he  shall  deem  necessary,  when  he 
shall  report  to  such  meeting  the  appointment  so  made 
and  his  reasons  therefor. 

g  24.  The  president  shall  submit  to  the  annual 
meeting  a  report  of  the  financial  transactions  of  the 
village  for  the  year,  showing : 

1.  All  moneys 'raised  or  received,  and  from  what 
sources,  distinguishing,  also,  the  purposes  to  which 
they  were  devoted.   . 

2.  AH  payments,  specifying  each  item,  and  out.  of 
what,  fund,  and  showing  whether  any  items,.and  if  any, 
stating  them,*  have  been  allowed  and  disallowed  by  the 
trustees,  and  to  whom  paid. 

3;  The  entire  indebtedness  of  the  village,  if  any, 
distinginsbing  the  funds  indebted  and  stating  the  pay- 
ments thereon  and  when  made^  the  presideut  must 
also  submit  an  estimate  of  the  amount  required  to  be 
.raised  by  tax  for  the  ensuing  year  for  ordinary  village 
expenses,  specifying  in  detail  as  far  as  practicable. 
It  may  also  contam  such  statements  as  the  presi- 
dent may  deem  useful  for  the  information  or  the 
meeting. 

S  25.  Tlie  president's  report  shall  be  submitted  to  a 
riS«rt.  meeting  of  the  trustees  at  least  ten  days  before  the 
annual  meeting,  and  so  much  at  least  thereof  as  shows 
the  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  year,  and  the 
estimates  for  the  ensuing  year  shall  be  published  in 
the  official  paper  of  the  village  at  least  five  days 
before  the  annual  meeting,  or  in  such  other  manner  as 
the  trustees  may  prescribe  if  no  paper  is  published  in 
said  village.

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sesstneiit  upon  lots  for  sidew^alks  or  streets,  or  laying 
out  or  altering  a  street  or  declaring  a  nuisance  anc 
directing  its  removal  or  abatement,  the  concurrence  of 
a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  board  present  is  suf- 
ficient for  any  other  act. 

S  27.  Meetings  of  the  trustees  shall  be  held  pursu-  Thdp

out,  extending,  widening  or  discontinuing  any  street 
by  a  general  tax ;  the  vote  on  such  question  may  be 
taken  by  ballot  and  thequalifications  of  voters  thereon 
shall  be  such  as* are  prescribed  in  section  six  of  this 
act.    The  meeting  may  direct  that  all  or  part  of  the 
expense  or  damage  thereof  may  be  paid  by  a  i^^eneral 
tax;  if  a  part  pnly  shall  be  directed  :to  be  paid  by  such 
tax  such  part  shall  be  deducted  by  the  commissioners 
from  the  aggregate  expense  or  damages,  and  a  bal- 
ance assessed  upon  tne  lots  and  owners  as  before 
specified. 

SIDEWALKS. 

g  42.  Whenever  the.  trustees  shall  direct  a  sidewalk 
in  front  of  any  lot  to  be  made,  they  shall  direct  the 
grade,  with  form  of  construction,  and  may  prescribe 
the  materials,  or  direct  it  to  be  covered  with  flagging, 
stone,  hard  brijck  or  plank,  with  such  curbing  as  they 
may  deem  proper ;  when  required  to  be  covered  with 
flagging  or  brick,  at  least  ninety  days*  notice  shall  be 
given  to  the  owner,  his  agent;  or  occupant  of  the  lot, 
in  all  other  cases  thirty  days'  notice  must  be  given ;  when- 
ever they  shall  direct  a  sidewalk  to  be  repaired,  only 
ten  days'  notice  of  such  requirement  shall  be  given ; 
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no  perBon  bhall  be  required  to  lay  oyer  one  hundred 
feet  of  sidewalk  in  any  one  year. 

KUISANCES. 

S  43.  When  a  nuisance  shall  be  declared  to  exist  in 
any  part  of  the  village  and  required  to  be  removed  or 
abated,  such  reasonable  notice  requiring  the  removal 
or- abatement  thereof  as  the  trustees  may  direct  shall 
be  served  upon  the  person  liable  to  I'emove  or  abate 
the  same. 

^44.  All  expenses  incurred  by  the  village  in  the  certain 
enforcement  of  any  ordinance  requiring  the  making,  SSSfSSi-*' 
grading  or  repairing  any  sidewalk,  the  removing  ofi««t«d, 
any  snow  and  ice,  or  other  obstructions  therefrom, 
^  the  removal  or  abatement  of  a  nuisance  or  the  doing 
of  any  other  act  they  are  authorized  to  do,  the  person 
or  persons  required  to  do  the  same  having  neglected 
or  refused,  may  be  collected  by  warrant  to  be  issued 
by  the  trustees  by  action  or  by  lease  of  lots,  as  herein- 
after prescribed;  all  such  expenses  are  hereby  declared 
to  be  a  lien  upon  the  lots  affected  by  such  act  or  im- 
provement and  an  indebtedness  against  the  owner 
thereof,  or  person  or  persons  liable  to  pay  the  same. 

S  45.  The  trustees  shall  within  sixty  days  after  the  AueM- 
annual  meeting  direct  the  assessors  to  assess  upon  the  tStlei/' 
taxable  inhabitants,  and  property  liable  \o  assessment 
and  taxation  in  the  village,  such  sums  as  they  may 
deem  necessary,  besides  funds  received  and  estimated 
to  be  received  from  other  soojrces  to  defray  the  ordi- 
nary expenses  of  the  village  for  the  current  year,  hot 
to  exceed  the  amount  allowed  for  that  purpose  by  the 
annual  meeting,  also  the  sum  required  by  this  act  and 
applied  towards  the  payment  of  the  debt  of  the  village, 
also  any  sum  directeidl  to  be  raised  for  a  special  pur- 
pose and  which  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  can 
be  raised  in  that  year.

ASSESSMENT  FOB  HIGHWAY   LABOR. 

Hj^way  g  60.  The  assessors  shall  also  perform  the  duty  and 
are  hereby  vested  with  the  pow.ers  of  commissioners 
of  highways  of  a  town  in  assessing  highway  labor  upon 
the  persons  and  property  in  the  village  subject  to 
assessment  therefor,  such  assessment  upon  property 
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must  be  made  from  the  valuation  in  the  last  assessment 
roll  of  the  village,  except  the  farm  lands  which  are  to 
be  assessed  from  the  town  assessment  within  which 
the  property  is  situated,  and  when  completed  shall  be 
certified  and  delivered  to  the  trustees,  .and  be  filed  and 
kept  with  the  clerk  of  the  village. 

^  61.  Upon  the  return  of  the  assessment  of  highway 
labor,  the  trustees  shall  cause  a  copy  thereof  to  be 
delivered  to  the  street  commissioner  with  a  direction 
subscribed  by  them  thereon  to  cause  the  same  to  be 
expended  in  improving  the  highways  in  the  village, 
and  otherwise  as  he  may  be  directed  by  the  trustees 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 


STREET    COMMISSIONER  S   DUTIES. 

g  52.  The  street  commissioner,  upon  the  receipt  ofDnUwiike 
the  assessment  roll,  has  the  power  and  is  charged  with  overaeer 
the  same  duties  in  respect  to  the  persons  and  property  ^J^^' 
assessed  and  for  the  collection  of  the  assiSssment  and 
the  expenditure  thereof  within  the  village,  as  is  vested 
by  law  in  the  overseer  of  a  highway  in  a  town  within 
his  road  district,  except  that  any  person  may  commute 
by  paying  fifty  cents  for  each  day's  labor  assessed  to 
him  or  upon  his  property,  upon  being  notified  of  his 
assessment! 

S  53.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  street  commissioner 
to  enforce,  collect  and  apply  all  the  highway  labor, 
assessed,  and  to  keep  in  good  condition  all  the  high- 
ways within  the  boundaries  of  the  village  subject  to 
the  direction  of  the  trustees  as  herein  provided,  and  to 
superintend  personally  the  work  done ;  to  make  re- 
turn on  oath  to  the  trustees  as  often  as  required,  and 
at  least  once  a  month,  showing  by  items  the  amount 
of  money  collected  and  paid  out,  to  whom  and  for 
Tvhat  purpose ;  the  amount  of  work,  the  kind  pf  im- 
provement, and  when  and  on  what  street  or  place  ex- 
pended, and  at  least  two  weeks  before  the  annual 
meeting,  to  return  their  assessment  rolls  with  all  the  , 
fnoney  or  work  collected  noted  thereon,  and  showing 
all  arrearages  uncollected,  and  to  render  a  full  ac- 
count on  oath,  stating  the  amount  received  and  ap- 
plied and  the  balance,  if  any,  which  has  been  collected 
and  not  expended,  and  to  pay  over  any  such  balance 
to  the' treasurer,  to  be  expended  by  his  successor. 
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S°KJJ  S  S4.  If  the  highway  assessment  of  any  person  or 
•JSew-^  property  shall  be  returned  by  the  street  commissioner 
™®°*'  unpaid,  the  assessors  for  the  ensuing  year  shall  add 
the  amount  thereof  to  the  assessment  of  the  same 
person  or  proJ)erty  for  that  year.  If  ^ny  property 
owned  by  a  person  not  a  resident  of  the  village  shall 
be  insufficiently  described,  either  upon  the  general 
aspessment  roll  or  for  highway  labor  to  enable  a  sale 
thereof  to  be  made,  the  assessors  who  made  the  same 
may  alter  and  correct  such  description  at  any  time 
before  the  final  return  thereof  to  the  trustees,  all  taxes 
on  real  property  of  persons  not  resident  in  the  vil- 
lage, including  highway  labor  to  be  estimated  at  the 
rate  of  fifty  cents  a  day,  are  liens  on  the  lots  assessed 
when  sufliciently  described. 
Ctompen-  g  65.  The  Compensation  of  the  street  commissioner 
**'**'*■  shall  be  determined  by  the  trustees  at  a  specified  sum 
for  each  day  actually  spent  in  the  discharge  of  his 
duties,  to  be  stated  by  him  on  oath  with  his  monthly 
returns,  and  shall  be  allowed  by  the  trustees  and  au- 
dited in  the  same  manner  as  other  claims  against  the 
village.  When  so  allowed  and  not  otherwise,  he  may 
retain  his  compensation  out  of  the  collections  of  com- 
mutations for  highway  labor. 

g  66.  Before  entering  upon  his  official  duties,  the 
street  commissioner  shall  execute  abend  to  the  corpo- 
ration, in  such  penalty  and  with  such  sureties  as  the 
president  shall  approve,.conditioned  that  he  will  faith- 
fully perform  the  duties  of  his  office. 

collector's  powers  and  duties. 

g  57.  All  taxes  and  assessments  except  for  highway 
labor  made  under  this  act  may  be  collected  under  a 
warrant  for  that  purpose  to  be  issued  by  the  trustees, 
to  be  returned  by  them  within  sixty  days  after  the  re- 
ceipt thereof  by  the  collector  with  his  certificate 
showing  his  collections  thereon.  The  collector  shall 
be  vested  with  the  same  powers  and  shall  be  entitled* 
to  the  same  compensation  in  respect  thereto,  and  be- 
fore entering  upon  his  official  duties  shall  execute  a 
like  bond  to  be  approved  by  the  president  of  the  vil- 
lage as  collector  of  taxes  in  the  town,  and  must  pro- 
ceed in  the  samq  manner  except  as  herein  dtherwifie 
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provided,  and  except  that  the  notice  of  times  and 
places  at  which  he  will  receive  taxes  required  to  be 
posted,  shall  also  be  published  in  the  official  paper  of 
the  village,  and  he  must  within  the  time  fixed  K)r  the 
return  of  his  warrant  pay  over  to  the  treasurer  all 
moneys  collected  by  him.  If  any  shall  remain  uncol- 
lected the  warrant  may  be  renewed  once  and  again  for 
thirty  days. 

•trbasurbr's  duties. 

S  58.  The  treasurer  must  receive,  keep  and  disburse 
the  funds  of  the  village.  He  shall  keep 'proper  ac- 
counts of  all  moneys  received  and  paid  out,  referring 
to  his  entries  of  payments  to  the  vouchers  by  number 
and  stating  the  name  of  the  person  in  whose  favor 
the  claim  was  allowed ;  a  separate  account  must  be 
kept  of  all  moneys  raised  for  the  ordinary  expenses 
of  the  village  by  tax,  including  in  the  same  all  receipts 
from  licenses  and  other  sources  not  raised  for  a  special 
purpose  and  for  the  disbursement  thereof.  This  shall 
be  known  as  the  general  fund ;  a  separate  account 
shall  also  be  kept  of  the  receipts  from  taxes  and  assess- 
ments for  any  special  purpose  and  the  disbursement 
thereof. 

§  59.  The  treasurer's  books  shall  at  all  times  be  sub-  nis  booki. 
ject  to  be  examined  by  any  elector,  and  he  must  pre- 
pare, and  one  week  before  the  annual  meeting  present 
to  the  trustees  a  statement  showing  the  condition  of 
every  fund,  showing  the  receipts  on  account  of  the 
same  and  the  disbursement  thereof,  when  and  to  whom 
paid.  It  is  his  duty  to  pay  on  presentation  all  claims 
allowed  as  provided  in  this  act  out  of  the  proper  fund, 
and  if  there  be  no  fund  out  of  which  it  can  be  paid,  to 
make  an  entry  upon  the  claim  stating  presentment  and  * 
non-payment  and  reason  therefor.  He  must  also  pay 
over  to  his  successor  in  office,  after  he  shall  have  taken 
the  oath  and  given  the  securities  required  by  this  act 
and  not  before,  all  balances  of  money  received  but  not 
legally  disbursed,  and  deliver  to  him  the  books  and 
papers  of  his  office. 

g  60.  Before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office  Execuuon 
the  treasurer  shall  execute  a  bond  to  the  corporation  *^'^'***' 
in  such  penalty  and  with  such  sureties  as  the  president

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dhall  approve,  conditioned  that  he  will  faithfully  per- 
form the  duties  of  his  office.

§  6L  The  clerk  shall  atteud  the  meetings  of  the 
trustees,  and  the  annual  and  special  meetings  of  the 
electors,  and  record  in  a  book,  known  us  the  journal 
of  the  village,  all  resolutions,  ordinances,  directions 
and  other  determinations  adopted  at  such  meetings, 
including  the  election  of  officers  with  their  oaths  of 
office ;  he  shall  also  enter  in  a  book,  to  be  known  as  the 
clerk's  minutes,  a  memorandum  of  all  notices  served 
by  him,  stating  the  time  and  manner  of  service,  with 
any  other  minutes  directed  by  this  act  to  be  kept  by 
him.  He  shall  serve  all  notices  and  file  all  papers 
required  by  the  trustees  or  bv  this  act,  make  copies  of 
assessment  rolls,  tax  lists  and  other  papers  required  by 
the  trustees  or  president,  and  keep  in  good  order  the 
books  and  papers  in  his  office. 

g  62.  The  entries  in  the  journal  or  sworn  copies 
thereof  are  sufficient  evidence  of  acts  lawfully  entered ; 
the  entries  in  the  clerk's  minutes  shall  be  presumptive 
evidence  of  the  facts  therein  stated,  %knd  when  a  notice 
is  required  by  this  act  or  by  the  trustees  to  be  served 
or  published,  an  affidia.vit  ot  such  service  by  the  clerk 
made  and  filed  within  ten  days  thereafter,  or  if  pub- 
lished in  a  newspaper  aii  affidavit  of  the  publisher  or 
his  foreman,  made  and  filed  within  ten  days  after  the 
last  publication,  is  sufficient  evidence  of  the  facts 
therein  stated,  but  this  section  shall  not  prevent  the 
truth  and  correctness  of  such  entries  from  being  con-* 
troverted  or  countervailed  by  other  proofs  in  an  action 
brought  within  one  year  after  the  entries  are  made,  or 
papers  filed  to  vacate  the  same  in  which  action  their 
truth  or  correctness  shall  be  expressly  called  in  ques- 
tion by  the  pleadings.  The  clerk's  books  and  papers 
shall  at  all  time's  be  subject  to  examination  by  any 
elector. 


manner   of  AUDrriNG   CLAIMS. 

ciaimi.         ^  63.  Claims  against  the  village  can  onlv  be  paid 
when  presented,  allowed  and  certified  as  follows  : 
^.  The  cl^im  must  be  in  writing,   showing    the 
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natare  thereof,  aud  when  comprising  several  items 
specifying  them,  and  must  be  verified  by  affidavit 
thereon  of  the  claimant  or  of  some  other  person  to 
the  efiect  that  the  services  were  rendered,  or  the  dis- 
bursements made,  or  otherwise  proving  the  &.ct8  con- 
stituting the  claim  and  that  no  payment  has  been 
made  thereon,  or  if  any  how  much.  The  president 
or  any  trustee  may  admiuister  the  oath* 

2.  The  claim  must  be  presented  to  the  board  of 
trustees,  and  allowed  by  resolution,  entered  in  the 
journal,  for  such  sum,  if  any,  as  the  .trustees  shall  be 
satisfied  is  justly  and  legally  due  /rom  the  village 
thereon,  stating  the  fund  out  of  which  it  is  payable. 

8.  The  allowance  of  the  claim,  with  the  date  when 
allowed,  and  specifying  the  fund  out  -  of  which  it  is 
payable,  must  be  entered  on  or  attached  thereto  by 
the  clerk,  and  a  registry  thereof  made  by  him  referring 
to  a  number  marked  thereon. 

4.  When  allowed  and  certified,  it  must  be  paid  by 
the  treasurer  out  of  the  proper  funds,  and  no  other, 
and  then  filed  in  his  office,  and  the  proper  entry  thereof 
made  at  the  time  by  him. 

MANNEB  OF  SERVING  NOTICES. 

§  64.  When  notice  is  required  by  this  act  to  beNoticei. 
given  to  the  owners  of  property,  it  shall  be  served, 
i^nless  otherwise  provided,  bv  delivery  of  a  copy  per- 
sonally to  the  owner,  or  if  he  be  absent  from  home, 
by  leaving  such  copy  at  his  residence  with  a  person  of  ' 
suitable  age  and  discretion.    When  an,  owner  resides 
6ut  of  the  village,  notice  to  him  may  be  served  on  his 
tenant  in  jpossession,  or  when  the  premises  are  unoccu- 
pied, on  his  agent;  if  neither  owner  or  aeent  reside 
in  the  village,  such  notice  may  be  served  oy  mail  ad- 
dressed to  such  owner  or  a^ent  at  his  last'  place  of- 
residence.    When  verbal  notice  is  authorizea  by  this 
act,  such  notiqe  may  be  servod  on  the  owner,  agent  or 
occupant  of  the  premises.    An  affidavit  by  the  clerk, 
stating  the  service  of  such  notice  and  specifying  the     / 
manner  thereof,  filed  in  his  office  within  ten  days, 
after  the  service,  with  a  memorandum  thereof,  made 
in  his  book  of  minutes,  shall  be  presumptive  evidence 
of  such  service.    Notice  to  the  owner  is  in  all  pase^ 
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to  be  deemed  notice  to  the  incumbrances,  so  far  as 
theii^  interests  are  involved  in  the  proceedings. 

LEASB  OF  LOTS  FOB  AS6ESSMBNTS. 

g  66.  When  a  tax  or  assessment,  which  is  a  lien 
upon  a  lot,  shall  be  returned  by  the  collector  unsatisfied, 
or  when  a  lien  upon  a  lot  shall  arise  from  default  of 
the  owners  to  make  or  repair  a  sidewalk,  or  remove 
snow  and  ice  or  other  obstruction  therefrom,  or  re- 
move or  abate  any  nuisance,  it  may  be  enforced  by  an  ' 
order  of  the  trustees  directing  the  lot  to  be  leased  for 
a  time  sufficient  to  pay  the  lien  and  interest  and  costs. 
The  order  must  describe  the  lot,  and  the  trustees 
must  estimate  therein  according  to  their  best  judgment, 
the  length  of  the  time  for  which  the  use  of  the  lot 
will  be  worth,  with  the  amount  required  to  be  raised, 
with  interest  and  costs. 

g  66.  Upon  such  order  the  president  shall  cause  a 
notice  to  be  published  for  three  successive  weeks  in 
the  official  paper  of  the  village,  stating  the  amount 
required  including  interest  to  the  time  of  the  first 
publication,  and  designating  the  time  and  place  when 
the  lot  will  be  leased  at  public  auction  to  pay  the  same. 
After  such  notice,  payment  thereof  with  interest  and 
cost  of  advertising  may  be  made  at  any  time  before 
the  property  is  struck  oflF.  If  payment  is  not  made, 
the  president  must  cause  the  property  to  be  leased  td 
the  person  and  to  his  assigns  who  will  take  the  same  for 
the  shortest  terra,  and  will  pay  therefor  the  amount 
required  with  interest  and  costs,  but  the  time' which 
may  elapse  after  such  leasing  before  possession  is  ob- 
tained, reasonable  diligence  for  that  purpose  being 
used  shall  constitute  no  part  of  the  term; 'such  lessee 
shall  have  the  same  remedies  to  obtain  possession  if 
withheld,  as  a  purchaser,  under  an  execution  on  a 
sherift^s  sale  after  title  is  perfected. 

g  67.  An  affidavit  of  the  president  or  of  any  person 
who  may  under  hts  direction  act  as  an  auctioneer, 
stating  the  fact  of  such  leasing,  specifying  the  time 
an<l  place  thereof,  the  amount  raised  and  the  length  of 
time  for  which  the  property  was  leased  must  be  made 
and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk,  and  a  note  thereof 
made  in  the  clerk's  book  of  entries. 
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g  68.  After  any  lot  ehall  have  been  leased,  notice  jxenition 
thereof  shall  be  given  by  the  clerk  to  the  owner  stating  ^  **"" 
the  length  of  time  for  which  the  same  wa«  let,  and 
the  sum  for  which  it  was  let,  stating  that  uiHess  it  be 
redeeuxed  by  payment  thereof^  and  ten  per  cent,  in 
addition  to  the  treasurer  for  the  benefit  of  the  lessee 
within  thirty  days  after  service  of  such  notice  a  lease 
will  be  executed  by  the  president  to  the  lessee.  After 
thirtff  days  from  the  service  of  the  last  mentioned 
notice,  a  lease  may  be  executed  of  the  propertj'  to  the 
person  to  whom  it  was  struck  otf  or  to  bis  assigns  for 
the  term  for  which  it  was  struck  off,  briefly  referring 
to  the  non-payment  of  the  tax,  assessment  or  lien. 
The  lease  shall  be  presumptive  evidence  that  all  the 
proceedings  creating  a  lien,  and  for  the  enforcement 
thereof,  to  and  including  the  lease,  have  been  regular 
and  according  to  law.

Notices  and  licenses  may  be  subscribed  by  the  officers 
authorized  to  give  them,  by  their  proper  signatures, 
adding  thereto  their  designation  of  office.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  village  of  Rushville. 
Passed  April  24, 1866 ;  three-fifths  being  present.

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canal,  and  $aid  board  shall  fix  the  compensation  of  the 
engineer  so  appointed. 

I  2.  The  resident  engineer  appointed  under  section 
one  of  this  act,  shall  have  the  certificate  of  the  State 
Engineer  and  Surveyor  as  to  his  fitness,  capacity  and 
integrity,  and  who  also  shall  defi^ne  the  duties  of  the 
resident  engineer  so  appoiijted. 

§  3.  Before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  oflBlce 
such  endneer  shall  file  in  the  Canal  Department  his 
bond  duly  executed  to  the  people  of  the  State  in  such 
sum  and  with  such  sureties  for  the  faithful  discharge  of 
his  duties  as  the  Auditor  shall  approve,  and  shall  take 
and  subscribe  the  constitutional  oath  of  offi<?e,  which 
shall  be  filed  in  the  oflBlce  of  the  Secretary  of  State- 
No  money  shall  be  advanced  to  such  resident  engineer 
on  account  of  services  rendered,  nor  shall  any  money 
disbursed  by  him  be  audited,  until  the  provisions  of 
this  section  are  fully  complied  with.

any  other  cause  by  which  the  State  is  justly  liable, 
then  said  commissioner  shall  cause  to  be  constructed 
and  maintained,  at  the  expense  of  the  State,  such  open 
ditch  or  ditches,  upon  the  lands  of  said  John  Myers, 
with  such  outlets  thereto,  as  in  the  opinion  of  such 
commissioner  may  be  necessary ;  such  ditches,  when 
constructed,  to  be  in  full  satisfaction  of  any  claim  of 
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said  Myers  for  damages  heretofore  done  to  his  said 
lands  by  such  leakage  or  overflow.

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Leedum  had  she  (Ellen  Faley),  been  at  that  time  a 
citizen  of  the  United  States,  upon  condition  that  she 
at  once,  upon  the  passage  of  thiis  act,  shall  take  or 
shall  have  taken  steps  to  become  a  naturalized  citizen 
of  the  United  States,  and  shall  continue  the  same 
with  diligence  until  she  becomes  such  naturalized 
citizen.- 

S  2.  Nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be  held  or 
construed  to  affect  the  rights  in  said  land  o£  the  hus- 
band of  the  said  Grace  Leedum,  surviving  her,  nor  of 
any  devisee,  purchaser,  heir-at-law  or  creditor  by  judg- 
ment or  otherwise.

AN  ACT  prohibiting  the  issue  or  use  of  free  passes 
on  the  railroads  of  this  State.

Every  railroad  company  in  this  State  is 
hereby  prohibited  from  issuing  free  passes  over  its 
respective  road  or  roads,  or  carrying  persons  or  pro- 
perty free  of  charge  over  its  road  or  ro^ds,  except  such 
persons  as  may  be  injured  upon  its  road  or  roads,  and 
excepting  such  persons  as  njay  be  employed  by  such 
railroad  company,  as  clerks,  laborers,  officers  or  attor- 
neys, and  excepting  also  sick  and  disabled  soldiers. 

S  2.  The  penalty  for  a  violation  of  this  act  shall  be 
fifty  dollars  for  each  offense,  to  be  sued  for  and  recov- 
ered in  the  county  where  the  offense  shall  be  commit- 
ted, by  the  district  attorney  thereof,  in  the  name  of 
the  people  of  this  State,  and  when  collected,  shall  be 
paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  State.  •

Senate  and  Assembly^  do  enact  08  follows : 

Section  1.  Section  forty-five  of  article  one,  title  six, 
chapter  six,  part  two  of  the  Revised  Statutes  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

§  46.  Every  person  keeping  a  hotel,  or  boarding  or 
lodging  house  in  the  city  of  N^ew  York,  shall  report 
in  Writing  to  the  public  administrator  the  name  of 
eve^  person  npt  a  member  of  his  family,  who  shall 
die  in  his  or  het  house,  within  twelve  hours  after  such 
death;  and  every  coroner  within  twelve  hours  after  an 
inquest,  shall  report  to  the  public  administrator,  the 
name,  if  known,  of  the  deceased  person.  Every  under- 
taker shall  also  report  to  the  public  administrator 
within  twelve  hours  after  burial  by  him,  any  deceased 
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person  having  no  next  of  kin  known  to  him  to  be  en- 
titled to  administer,  the  name  and  residence  of  such 
deceased  person.  Whoever  shall  neglect  to  comply 
with  this^  provision  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde- 
^  meanor,  and  npon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punish- 

able by  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary  for  a  period 
not  exceeding  six  montlis  nor  less  than  one  month,  or 
by  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars,  one  moiety  of  which

Section  1.  "Warren  Leland;  Simeon  Leland,  Francis  ootpora-  *

son,  and  such  other  persons  as  they  may  associate 
with  them,  are  hereby, authorized  to  form  themselves 
into  a  corporation  in  the  mode  prescribed  in  and  by 
the  act  entitled  "  An  act  to  authorize  the  formation  of 
corporations  for  manufacturing,  mining,  mechanical 
or  chemical  purposes,"  passed  jFebruary  seventeenth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  ^orty-eight,  and  the  acts  amend- 
atory thereof,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting,  equipping,  ot^ecit. . 
carrying  on  or  leasing  one  or  more  public  hotels,  with 
all  necessarjr  out.  houses  and  appurtenances,  on  Bocka* 
way  beach,  in  the  town  of  Hempstead,  in  the  couhty 
of  Queens,  and  constructing  such  docks  and  wharves 
on  said  beach,  to  be  used  in  connection  with  said 
hotel,  as  may  be  needful  for  the  convenience  of  per- 
sons visiting  said  beaoh. 

S  2.  The  corporation  so  formed  shall  be  subject  to 
all  the  duties,  provisions  and  obligations  contained  in 
the  aforesaid  acts,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  ' 
benefits  and  privileges  thereby  conferred ;  and  upon 
filing  a  certificate  for  the  organization  thereof,  as  pro- 
videa  in  said  act,  the  said  corporation  shall  have 
power  to  take  and  acquire,  by  purchase,  gift,  grant  or 
otherwise,  in  fee  simple  or  for  a.  term  of  years,  any 
lands  or  premises,  with  thd  appurtenances,  on  said 
beach,  and  hold,  improve,  lease  or  mortgage  the  same 
for  the  purposes  for  which  said  corporation  was  organ- 
ized.

The  People  of  the  Slate  of  New  Yorky  represented  wi 
Senate  and  Assembly  y  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  nine  of  the  act  entitled  "  An 

act  for  the  preservation  of  moose,  wild  deer,  birds 

and    fresh-water    fish,"    passed   April  twenty-third, 

eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  as  amended  by  the 
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.    provieionp  of  chapter  four  hundred  and  sixty-two  of 
•the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-three  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

g  9.  No  person  shall  kill  or  expose  for  sale,  or  have 
in  his  possession  after  the  same  is  killed,  any  wood 
duck,  dusky  duck  (commonly  called  black  duck), 
gray  duck  (commonly^  called  sunimer  duck),  mallard 
or  teal  duck,  between  the  first  day  of  February  and 
the  firstday  of  August  in  each  year.  No  person  shall 
at  any  time  kill  any  wild  duck,  goose  or  other  wild 
fowl,  with  or  by  means  of  the  device  or  instrument 
•  known  as  a  swivel  or  punt  gun,  or  with  or  by  means  of 
any  gun  other  than  sucli  ffuns  as  are  habitually  raised 
at  arm*8  length  and  fired  from  the  shoulder,  or  shall 
use  any  such  device  or  instrument  or  gun  other  than, 
euch  shoulder  gun  as  aforesaid,  with  intent  to  kill 
any  such  duck,  'goose  or  other  wild  fowl.  No  person 
shall  in  any  manner  kill,  or  molest  wnth  intent  to  kill, 
any  wild  ducks,  geese  or  other  wild  fowl,  while  the 
same  are  sitting  at  night  upon  their  resting  places.

Section  three  of  an  act  entitled  <^  An 
act  to  authorize  the  construction  of  a  railway  and 
tracks  in  the  towns  of  West  Farms  and  Morrisiana," 
passed  May  second,  eighteen  handred  and  sixty-three, 
18  hereby  amended  by  adding  to  the  end  of  the  section 
the  words  following :

vmage  Section  1.  All  that  portion  of  the  town  of  Castleton,

bounjiaries,  to  wit:  Commencing  at  a  point  on  the 
shore  of  the  bay  of  New  York,  at  the  corner  of  Rich- 
mond turnpike,  running  thence  along  Richmond 
turnpike  to  its  junction  with  the  first  road  running 
easterly  along  De  Jonges*  paper  factory,  from  thence 
westwardly  to  the  corner  of  the  Clove  .road  and  the 
mill  road,  from  thence  northwardly  along  the  Clove 
road  to  the^  shore  of  the  Kill  Von  Kull,  thence  east- 
wardly  alone  tlie  shore  of  the  Kill  Von  Kull  and  the 
bay  of  New  York  to  the  place  of  beginning,  shall  be 
designated  as  tHe  village  of  New  Brighton.

In  case  two  • 
or  more  persons,  who  may  be  eligible,  shall  have  an 
equal  number  of  votes  for  the  same  office,  the  in- 
spectors sli^all  forthwith  deliver  all  the  votes  cast  at 
said  election  to  the  president  of  the  boasd  of  trustees, 
who  shall,  in  the  presence  of  the  board,  determine  by 
lot  which  shall  be  deemed  elected,  and  in  such  case 
the  facts  shall  be  get  forth  in  the  certificate  of  the  can- 
vass and  in  whose  favor  the  lot  ^vas  determined.  Said 
certificate  shall  be  signed  by  the  president  and  the 
clerk  of  the  board,  and  sealed  by  the  seal  of  the  village.

It  shall  be  nis  duty 
to  see  that  all  laws,  ordinances,  rules,  regulations, 
resolutions  and  by-laws  of  the  board  of  trustees  are 
faithfully. eretuted  and  enforced,  to  receive  complaints 
of  any  breach  or  violation  thereof,  and  to  prosecute  or 
cause  to  be  prosecuted,  in  the  corporate  name,  all 
offenders  against  the  same,  and  forull  penalties,  fines 
and  forfeitures  incurred  by  reason  of  any  such  breach 
or  violation  ;  to  keep  the  corporate  seal ;  to  inspect  the 
properly  of  the  corporation  and  see  that  the  same  is 
properly  taken  care  of  and  kept  in  order,  and  to  do  all 
such  other  acts  and  things  as  may  be  proper  for  him 
to  do  as  president  of  the  board  of  trustees.  He  shall 
be  chief  of  the  police  of  the  village,  and  as  such  shall 
have  the  supervision  and  direction  of  all  policemen, 
watchmen  and  marshals  of  the  village. 
Of  dcpk.  5 15.  The  clerk  of  the  board  of  trustees  shall  have 
the  custody  of  and  safely  keep  all  the  books,  papers 
and  recoras  belonging  to  the  corporation,  and  all 
public  records  of  the  village,  which  books,  papers  and 
records,  shall  at  all  times  be  open  for  inspection  by  the 
inhabitants  of  the  village,  and  upon  request  and  the 
tender  of  fees,  at  the  rate  of  six  cents  per  folio  there- 
for, he  shall  make  and  furnish  a  certified  copy  or  tran- . 
script  of  any  paper  or  record  in  his  custody  or 
possession  as  such  clerk,  and  to  which  certified  copy 
or  transcript  the  president  of  thfe  board  of  trustees 
shall,  upon  request  and  without  any  fee  therefor,  affix 
the  corporate  seal.

TITLE  V. 

OF  TAXES  AND  IHB  OOLLBCTION  TH^EBOF.

They  shall,  on  or  bijfore  or tnu- 
the  first  day  of  September  in  each  year,  deliver  such  niS^' 
separate  roll,  certified  by  themselves,  to  the  president 
of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  village  of  New  Brighton, 
who  shall  present  the  same  to  the  board  of  trustees  at 
their  next  meeting,  and  said  board  shall,  within  as

Passed  April  27, 1866 ;  three-fifths  beiug  present. 
The  People  of  the  State  of  New  Yorky  r^esenied  in 
Senate  and  Assembly^  do  enact  as  follows : 
Powers  to      SECTION  1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  town  of  Yon- 
money.     kcrs  to  rftise  money  by  loan  to  the  amount  of  twenty 
thousand  dollars,  which  money  shall  be  appropriated 
to  making,  grading,  draining,  macadamizing,  grayel- 
)    ing  of  otherwise  improving  a  road  in  said  town,  ex- 
tending from  Dock  street,  in  the  village  of  Yonkers, 
to  the  city  of  New  York,  at  or  near  King's  bridge. 
Said  road  shall  follow  as  nearly,  as  in  the  Judgment  of 
the  commissioners  named  below  the  public  interest 
will  permit,  the  line  of  the  road  formerly  known  as 
the  Highland  turnpike  ;  but.where,  in  their  judgment, 
the  interests  of  the  town  will  be  best  promot^  by  a 
chanffe  on  the  line,  said  commissioners  may  lay  out  a 
new  Tine  of  road,  and  may  widen  or  modify  the  lines 
of  any  existing  road,  and  they  may  discontinue  and 
allow  to  be  closed  up  any  part  of  any  existing  road 
which  may  be  rendered  useless  by  the  laying  out  of  a

oommi»-       Section  1.  James  Van  Horn,  Andrew  Hamblin  and 
draw'  John  McCollum,  in  the  town  of  Newfene,  shall  .be 
commissioners  for  draining  certain  lowlands  lying  on 
and  contiguous  to  the  Keg  creek,  in  the  said  town  of 
Newfane,  in  the  county  of  Niagara,  commencing  at 
some  point  in  the  channel  of  said  creek,  at  the  south 
line  of  the  late.  Thomas  Christie's  farm,  and  running 
to  the-  place  where  said  Keg  creek  crosses  the  bighway 
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leading  from  the  HesB  road  to  the  village  of  Oharlotte ; 
commencing  at  such  a  precise  point,  and  following 
such  a  cotirse  to  the  laet  named  place  as  they  in  their 
discretion  deem  best.

AN  ACT  to  revise  the  several  acts  relative  to  the 
village  of  Nunda,  in  Livingston  county. 

Passed  April  28, 1866 ;  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  Peopte  of  the  State  of  Neio  York^  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly ^  do  enact  as  follows : 

Bbotion  1.  All  that  part  of  the  town  of  Nnnda,  in 
Livingston  county,  included  in  the  following  bounds, 
viz :  Beginning  at  a  point  tweatv-five  rods  due  north 
of  the  northwest  comer  of  the  lands  purchased  by 
Francis  H.  Gibbs,  and  known  as  the  Holmes  pur- 
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chase,  and  rnnning  thence  east  eighty-one  chains, 
thence  south  sixty-seven  chains  and  seventy  links, 
thence  west  eighty-one  chains,  and  thence  north  sixty- 
seven  chains  and  seventy  links,  to  the  place  of  be&nn- 
ning,  together  with  the  inhabitants  thereon,  shall 
constitute  a  body  corporate  by  the  name  of  "  The  vil- 
lage of  Nunda. 

§  2.  The  inhabitants  of  such  village  as  sucK  corpo- 
ration  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  may  sue 
and  be  sued,  tnay  take  and  hold  by  purchase,  gift  or 
devise,  any  personal  oi*  real  estate,  for  the  use  of  said 
village,  and  by  their  trustees  may  sell  and  convey  the

board  of  trustees  shall  have  the  like  powers  as  are 
possessed  by  town  assessors  and  boards  of  review  re- 
spectively, and  under  the  like  liabilities. 

g  17.  The  clerk,  in  addition  to  othe^  duties,  shall 
'attend  and  act  at  any  meeting  of  the  trustees  when  re- 
quired, shall  have  the  care  and  custody  of  the  village 
records,  procure  all.  necessary  blank  books  and  star 
tionery,  nle  and  keep  all  papers  required  to  be  filed, 
keep  the  common  seal,  enter  in  the  books  of  *record 
the  proceedings  of  every  annual  or  special  village 
meetm^,  and  all  appointments  to  or  dismissals  from 
office,  Si  by-laws  or  the  village,  and  shall  perform  any 
other  act  pertaining  to  the  office  of  clerk.  Copies  of 
all  papers  filed  with  him,  or  entries  on  his  records 
duly  certified  by  him,  under  the  village  seal,  shall  be 
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evidence  in  all  conrts  in  like  manner  as  the  ori^nals 
if  prodaced ;  and  he  may  receive  for  such  copies  at 
the  rate  often  cents  per  folio  to  his  own  use. 

§  18.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  all. moneys  belong- wt^^- 
ing  to  the  village  and  disburse  the  same  in  accordance**^* 
with  the  warrants  of  the  trustees,  signed  by  their  pre- 
sident, except  that  he  shall  pav  out  the  moneys  col- 
lected for  highway  labor  upon  the  orders  of  the  street 
commissioner,  or  so  much  thereof  as  shall  be  requisite 
to  take  up  such  orders.  He  shall  keep  in  a  proper 
book,  to  be  furnished  by  the  clerk,  entries  of  ail  such 
receipts  and  disbursements,  and  at  all  times  shall 
render  to  the  trustees,  when  required,  an  inspection 
of  said  book,  and  shall  perform  all  other  duties  per- 
taining to  the  office  of  treasurer. 

S  19.  The  street  commissioner  shall  have  the  gen-  or •twet 
eral  care  of  the  bridges  in  the  village,  and  shall  per-S^.*' 
form  such  acts  relative  to  the  building,  repair  or  pre- 
servation of  them  as  the  trustees  shall  direct  He 
shalU  within  the  limits  of  the  village,  have  all  the 
powers  and  authority  of  overseer  of  liighways  under 
the  laws  of  this  State,  and  shall  be  under  the  like  lia- 
bilities as  such  overseer,  and  shall  perform  such  other 
acts  in  and  about  the  streets  and  public  places  of  the 
village  as  the  trustees  shall  lawfully  require,  and  as 
shall  not  conflict  with  any  law  of  this  State.  He  shall 
employ  all  necessary  workmen  for  the  work  in  his 
charge,  unless  directed  to  the  contrary  by  the  trustees, 
shall  draw  his  orders  on  the  treasurer  for  their  pay 
out  of  the  highway  moneys  of  the  village,  shall  also 
when  directed  by  the  trustees  procure  and  pay  in  like 
manner  for  the  materials  and  tools  used  by  him,  and 
shall  annually  render  to  the  trustees,  and  also  when- 
ever so  required,  a  written  account  on  oath  of  all 
moneys  so  expended  by  him,  and  of  all  work  done  and 
materials  and  tools  procured  for  the  village. 

g  20.  The  street  commissioner  shall,  under  the  di-ofitogi 
rection  of  the  trustees,  procure  the  materials  for  and  7^^ "" 
construct  and  repair  all  crosswalks  and  gutters,  and 
all  sidewalks  where  the  owners  or^occupauts  of  lands 
fronting  on  a  street  neglect  or  refuse  to  make,  rebuild 
or  repair  their  sidewalks,  after  reasonable  notice  given 
to  them  by  the  commissioner  or  the  trustees,  to  make, 
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rebuild  or  repair  sach  walks.  He  shall  also  under 
such  direction,  constract  any  water  works  lawfully 
required  for  the  village,  lay  down  pipes  for  conduct- 
ing water,  and  make,  repair  and  maintain  wells  and 
reservoirs.  He  shall  also  clear  the  side  and  crosswalks 
of  snow,  and  all  other  obstructions  whenever  and 
wherever  necessary  for  the  convenience  of  the  public, 
shall  procure  and  set  out  shade  trees  in  said  village 
where  directed  by  the  trustees,  shall  cut  and  remove 
the  weeds  and  thistles  from  the  village  streets,  and 
shall  remove  therefrom  all  filth  and  nuisance  when 
directed  by  the  trustees, 
orcoueo  g  21.  The  collector  of  taxes  shall,  within  the  time 
**"*  *  specified  in  any  warrant  received  by  him,  collect  the 
taxes  and  assessments,  the  collection  of  which  is  re- 
quired by  such  warrant,  shall  pay  the  proceeds  to  tlie 
treasurer  over  and  above  his  fees;  and  shall  make 
due  return  of  snch  warrant,  nnder  bis  hand,  or  his 
proceedings  thereon,  and  of  any  taxes  uncollected; 
for  which  purposes  he  shall  have  the  powers,  perform 
the  like  duties^  receive  the  same  foes  and  be  subject 
to  the  like  liaMlitieB  as  are  prescribed  for  town  collec- 
tors of  taxes, 
tion"^^  S  22.  Any  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  town  of 
jMtiM  of  iN'unda,  residing  or  keeping  an  ofiioe  in  said  village, 
^1^^  shall  have  jurisdiction  in  all  cases  arising  under  this 
act,  may  issue  the  like  process  as  in  similar  cases 
under  the  laws  of  this  State,  and  in  the  like  manner; 
and  the  pleadings  and  proceedings  therein  shall  be 
conducted  in  like  manner,  as  in  similar  cases  under 
the  laws  of  this  State.  Such  justice  shall  have  the 
like  powers,  and  be  subject  to  the  like  liabilities,  in

the  village,  or  who  tie  any  animal  within  reach  of  any 
shade  tree  contrary  to  any  village  by-law ;  all  persons 
who  willfully  or  wantonly  destroy  or  injure  any  side- 
walk or  crosswalk  of  the  village  or  any  artificial  walk 
in  any  church  lot  or  school  house  yard  aforesaid,  any 
bridge,  fia^  pole,  water  works,  gas  works,  sewer  .or 
other  erection  in  such  street  or  public  place  as  afore- 
said ;  all  who  in  like  manner,  with  ink,  paint  or  other 
coloring  matter,  disfigure  any  yard-fence  or  building 
in  the  village,  belonging  to  another,  or  who  in  like 
manner  throw  stones  or  other  missiles  upon,  against 
or  through  any  window  of  any  church  or  school  house         • 
in  the  village,  any  public  building  of  the  village,  or 
any  building  therein  belonging  to  another  person ;  all 
who  in  like  manner  deposit  filth  upon  any  such  walk 
as  aforesaid,  or  on  any  gate  or  door  step  in  the  village 
belonging  fo  another ;  all  persons  having  or  carrying 
hideous  lights  in  any  street  or  public  place  aforesaid 
at  night;  all  persons  who,  in  like  manner,  injure, 
deface,  carry  away  or  remove  any  sign  or  ^ate  in  the 
village  belonging  to  another  person,  or  who,  in  like 
manner,  disturb  any  lawful  public  meeting,  exhibition, 
.  lecture^  concert  or  entertainment  in  the  village,  or 
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r  who,  in  like  manner,  throw  sbow  balls  or  other  mis- 
siles at  any  horse  in  any  such  street  or  pablic  place, 
belonging  to  another  person,  or  who  shall,  in  like 
manner,  by  putting  anything  therein,  pollute  the  water 
in  any  water  works  in  the  village,  or  who  shall,  in  like 
manner,  deface  or  injure  any  property  belonging  to 
the  village,  all  which  acts  are  aeclared  to  be  misde- 
meanors, punishable  by  fine  not  exceeding  twenty 
dollars.

When 
stored  in  cellars  or  basements  surrounded  by  walls  ofoeitan 
brick  or  stone,  and  at  least  two  feet  below  the  level  of  JJJJS^**^* 
the  sidewalk,  street  or  land  adjacent,  the  quantity  so 
stored  shall  not  exceed  the  contents  of  one  hundred 
and  fifty  barrels,  unless  stored  in  warehouses  speci-

of  said  oils  greater  than  five  barrels,  shall  .be  Kept  or 
stored  in  any  building  occupied  in  any  part  thereof  as 
a  dwelling.  Benzine  or  naptha  may  be  Jcept  or  stored 
Bensint  Under  the  provisions  of  this  section  as  follows :  When 
orn«pth«.  g^Qj.^^  above  the  cellar  or  basement,  the  quantity  so 
stored  shall  not  exceed  the  contents  of  ten  barrels ; 
when  stored  in  the  cellar  or  basement  the  quantity  so 
stored  shall  not  exceed  the  contents  of  ten  barrels ; 
when  stored  in  a  building,  any  part  of  which  may  be 
occupied  as  a  dwelling,  the  quantity  so  stored  shall 
not  exceed  three  barrels,  provided,  nevertheless^  that 
nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  prevent  the  stora^ 
of  crude  or  refined  petroleum  in  wrouffht;iron  tauKs 
detached  from  any  building,  and  speciaTly  adapted  to 
that  purpose,  or  in  other  tanks,  so  constructed  that 
the  *op  shall  be  at  least  two  feet  below  the  level  of 
the  street  or  adjoining  land,  and  covered  with  at  least 
one  foot  of  earth,  when  such  tanks  are  appurtenant  to 
or  connected*  with  a  refinery,  with  the  approval  of  the 
inspectors  of  buildings,  fire  marshal  or  other  proper 
authorities.

S  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

AN  ACT  to  amend  and  reduce  to  one  act  the  sev- 
eral acts  relating  to  buildingay  and  the  keeping 
and  storage  of  combustible  materials  in  the  city 
of  New  York, 

Passed  May  4,'  1866 ;  three-fifths  being  present. 
The  PeopU  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly  y  do  enact  as  follows : 

Sbction  1.  All  that  portion  of  the  State  of  New  uiiu. 
York,  lying  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  city  of 
New  York,  shall  constitute  the  building  limits  desig- 
nated under  this  act,  in  which  no  building,  structure, 
part  or  parts  thereof,  shall  hereafter  be  buiU  or  con- 
structed except  in  conformity  to  the  provisions  of  this 
act. 

S  2.  All  buildings  hereafter  erected  within  said  in  r»iatio& 
building  limits,  other  than  frame  or  wooden  buildings,  Ind^Sul^* 
shall  have  all  outside  or  party-walls  constructed  of '^■^ 
stone,  brick  or  iron,  and  all  such  walls  shall  be  b^ilt 
to  a  line,  and  be  carried  up  plumb  and  straight,  with 
close  joints;  and  the  severar  component  parts  of  all 
such  buildings  shall  be  built  and  constructed  in  such 
manner  as  herein  provided. 
^  3.  All  foundation  walls  shall  be  built  of  stone  orFounda. 
'  brick,  and  shall  be  laid  not  less  than  four  feet  b^low  to  Se^/' 
the  surface  of  the  earth,  on  a  good  solid  bottom,  and{,^^^/*' 
in  case  the  nature  of  the  earth  should  require  it,  a 
bottom  of  driven  piles,  or  laid  timbers,  of  sufficient 
size  and  thickness  shall  be  laid  to  prevent  the  walls 
from  settling,  the  top  of  such  pile  or  timber  bottom

All  openings  for  doors  and  windows  in  all 
ADdwi^  buildings,  except  as  otherwise  provided,  shall  hare  a 
ba^i^  good  and  sufficient  arch  of  stone  an^  brick,  well  built 
of  stone,  and  keyed,  and  with  good  and  sufficient  abutments,

openings  in  which  the  lintels  shall  be  less  than  the 
width  of  the  wall,  there  shall  be  a  good  .timber  lintel 
on  the  inside  of  the  other  lint^,  which  shall  rest  at 
each  end,  not  more  tinan  four  inches  on  any  wall,  col- 
umn^ post  or.  pillar,  and  shall  be  chamfered  at  each 
end,  and  shall  have  a  double  rolockarch  over  said 
lintel ;  or  the  said  arch  may  be  turned  on  a  center, 
'  which  may  be  struck  after  the  arch  is  turned,  pro- 
vided the  piers  or  abutments  are  of  sufficient  strength 
to  bear  the  thrust  of  the  arch ;  and  all  arches  over 
openings  or  fire-places'  shall  be  built  of  good,  hard 
brick  abd  well  keyed;  all  lintels  over  openings  re- 
turned on  a  corner  building  shall  be  4)f  iron  or  stone, 
of  the  height  before  provided  for,  and  of  the  full  thick- 
ness of  the  wall  to  be  supported;  and  where  the  sec- 
ond story  window  sills  rest  upon  the  said  lintel  course, 
the  lintel  shall  be  of  iron  or  stone,  and  shall  be  the  full 
size  of  the  wall  to  be  supported.  Where  hollow  cast- 
iron  lintels  are  placed  over  openings,  they  shall  have 
a  brick  arch  of  si^cient  thickness,  with  skew  backs 
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Ud  tiMTods  of  rafflcient  gtren^h  to  support  the 
SQperineambent  weight,  independent  of  the  cast-iron 
lintel. 

JJ 18.  All  stores  or  storehouses,  or  other  buildings  ^gjjjs* 
which  are  more  than  two  stories,  or  above  twenty-five  tn-mot 
fefet  in  height  above  the  curb  level,  already  erected,  or  ■^'»»«'» 
thtit  may  hereafter  be  built  in    said   city,    except 
dwelling-houses*,  school-houses,  or  churches,  shall  have 
doors,  blinds  or  shutters,  made  of  fire-proof  metal,  on 
every  window  and  entrance  where  the  same  do  not 
open  upon  a  street.    Where,  in  any  such  building,  the 
lihutters,  blindis  or  doors  cannot  be  put  on  the  outside 
of  Buoh  door  :or  window,  they  shall  be  put  on  the 
inside ;  and  every  such  door,  blind  or  shutter  shall  be 
dosed  upon  the  completion  of  the  business  of  each 
day  by  the  occupant  having  the  use  or  control  of  the 
same ;  and  if  fire-proof  shutters  or  blinds  are  put  upon 
the  front  or  sides  of  any  building  on  the  street  fronts, 
they  must  be  so  constructed  that  they  can  be  opened 
from  the  outside,  above  the  first  stoiy.    In  any  store 
or  building  in  the  city  of  New  York  in  which  there  Hout- 
feihall  erist  or  be  placed  any  hoistway,  elevator,  or  well-  toTK'pfS^' 
hole,  the  same  shall  be  properly  protected  by  such  Jjjf^)*^ 
railing  or  other  appliances  as  may  be  necessary  to 
secure  tiie.same  from  being  or  becoming  at  any  time 
dangerous  to  life  or  limb,  and  in  such  manner  as  the 
owner  ot*  occupant  may  be  directed  by  the  superinten- 
dent of  buildings,  and  every  hoistway  shall  have  on 
the  opching  through  each  floor,  a  good  and  sufficient 
trap-dooir  with  which  to  close  the  same,  and  said  tra^ 
doors  shall  be  closed  upon  the  completion  of  the  busi- 
ness of  each  day  by  the  occupant  having  the  use  or 
control  of  the  same. 

5  19.  All  chimneys  and  all  flues  in  stone  or  brick  gonstnic. 
walls,  in  any  building,  without  reference  to  the  pur-cwmn«yi. 
pose  for  Which  they  may  be  used,  shall  be  properly 
pargetted  on  the  inside  with  good  parging  moi^tar,  or 
the  joints  shall  be  struck  smooth  on  the  inside.  And 
no  tin  or  other  metal  flue  or  flues,  pipe  or  pipes  of  a 
sit^ffle  thickness  of  metal,  to  convey  heated  air  in  any 
building  hereafter  to  be  built,  ialtered  or  erected  in  any 
part  of  the  said  city,  shall  be  allowed,  unless  the  same  be 
00  constructed  as  to  have  a  thickness  of  not  less  than 
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one  inch  of  plaster  of  Parie  between  the  said  metal 
pipe,  flue  6r  flues,  and  any  of  the  timber  or  wood 
work  adjoining  the  same.  Unless  the  plaster  of  Paris 
^  is  put  on  as  above  set  forth,  the  pipes  in  all  eases 
must  be  double,  that  is,  two  pipes,  one  inside  the 
other,  at  least  one  inch  apart,  and  filled  with  plaster 
of  Paris,  Fire  brick  pipes,  conveying  hot  air,  may 
also  be  put  in  wooden  partitions,  provided  they  have 
a  spigfot  and  faucet  ioint  filled  with  plaster.  ISo  steam 
pipe  shall  be  placed  within  two  inches  of  any  timber 
or  wood  work  as  aforesaid;  where  the  said  space  of 
two  inches  around  the  steam  pipe  is  objectionable,  it 
shall  be  protected  by  a  soap  stone  or  an  earthen  ring 
or  tube.  No  base,  or  flooring,  or  roofine,  or  any  other 
wood  work,  shall  be  placed  against  any  orick  or  other 
flue,  until  the  same  shall  be  well  plastered  with  plaster 
of  Paris  behind  such  wood  work.  All  flues  in  any 
building  shall  be  properly  clean ed/and  all  rubbish  re- 
moved, and  the  flues  left  smooth  on  the  inside,  upon 
the  completion  of  all  such  buildings,  as  aforesaid.  No 
chimney  shall  be  started  or  built  upon  any  floor  or 
beam,  and  in  case  where  the  breast  of  a  chimney  shall 
*  project  more  than  four  inches  in  any  eight  inch,  wall, 
or  eight  inches  in  a  twelve  inch  wall,  shall  it  be  com- 
menced in  any  wall,  but  shall  be. started  a^d  built  on 
the  same  line  from  the  foundation  ;  and  if  supported 
by  piers,  the  said  piers  s^all  start  from  the  foundation 
on  the  same  line  with  the  chimney  breast,  and  shall 
not  be  less  than  sixteen  inches  on  the  face ;  and  all 
such  piers  shall  be  well  built  into  the  wall.  All 
hearths  shall  be  supported  by  arches  of  stone  or 
brick,  and  no  chimneys  projecting  over  the  distance 
above  specified  shall  be  cut  oft'  below,  in  whole  or  in 
part,  and  supported  by  wood,  but  shall  be  wholly  sup- 
ported by 'Stone,  brick  or  iron,  and  all  chimneys  in  any 
building  or  buildings,  as  aforesaid,  already  erected,  or 
hereafter  to  be  erected  or  built,  or  anjr  other  chimney 
or  chimneys  in  any  part  of  the  said  city,  which  shall 
be  dangerous  in  any  manner  whatsoever,  shall  be  re- 
paired or  taken  down.  In  all  chimneys  which  are 
corbeled  out  from  the  walls,  as  above  described,  they 
shall  be  supported  by.five  courses  of  brick. 
S  20.  No  smoke  pipe,  in  any  building  with  wooded 
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or  oombustible  floors  and  ceilings,  sball  enter  hxij  flne, 
unless  the  said  pipe  shall  be  at  least  eighteen  inches 
from  either  the  floors  or  ceilings ;  and  in  all  cases 
where  smoke  pipes  pass  through  stud  or  wooden  par- 
titions of  any  kind,  whether  the  same  be  plastered  or 
not,  they  shall  be  guarded  by  either  a  double  collar  of 
metal,  with  at  least  four  inches  air  space,  and  holes  for  . 
ventilation,  or  by  a  soap-stone  ring,  not  less  than  three 
inches  iii  thickness,  and  extending  through  the  parti- 
tion, or  by  asolid  coating  of  plaster  of  Paris,  three  inches 
thick,  or  by  an  earthenware  ring,  three  inches  from 
the  pipe.  In  all  cases  where  hot  Water,  steam,  hot 
air,  or  other  furnaces  are  used,  the  furnace  smoke  pipe 
must  be  kept  at  least  two  feet  below  the  beams  or 
ceilings  above  the  same,  unless  said  beams  or  ceiling 
shall  be  properly  protected  bjr  a  shield  of  tin  plate 
suspended  above  said  smoke  pipe,  with  suflicient  space 
for  the  free  circulation  of  air  above  and  below  said 
shield ;  and  the  smoke  pipe  shall,  in  all  cases,  be  kept 
at  l^ast  eight  inches  from  the  beams  or  ceilings,  as 
aforesaid ;  aifd  the  top  of  all  furnaces  set  in  brick  must 
Be  covered  with  brick,- slate  or  tin  plate  supported  by 
iron  bw,  and  so  constructed  as  to  be  perfectly  tiffht, 
said  covering  to  be  in  addition  to  and  not  less  than 
six  inches  from  the  ordinary  covering  to  the  hot-air 
chamber.  If,  however,  there  is  not  height  enough  to 
build  the  furnace  top  at  least  four  inches  below  the 
floor  beams  or  ceiling,  then  the  floor  beams  must  be 
trimmed  around  the  furnace,  and  said  covering  and 
the  trin^mers  and  headers  must  be  at  least  four  inches 
from  the  same.  The  top  of  portable  furnace  or  fur- 
naces, not  set  in  brick,  shall  be  kept  at  least  one  foot 
,  below  the  beams  or  ceilings,  with  a  shield  of  tin  plate, 
made  tight,  and  suspended  below  the  said  beams  or 
ceiling,  and  extending  one  foot  beyond  the  top  of  the 
furnace  on  all  sides.  All  hot-air  registers,  hereafter Hottir 
placed  in  the  floor  of  any  building,  shall  be  set  in  soap-  '^••^ 
stone  borders,  not  less  than  two  inches  in  width.  All 
soapstone  borders  to  be  firmly  set  in  plaster  of  Paris, 
or  gauged  mortar ;  ^11  floor  register  boxes  to  be  made 
of  tin  plate,  with  a  flange  on  the  top,  to  fit  the  groove 
in  the  soapstone,  the  register  to.rest  upon  the  same. 
There  shall  also  be  an  open  space  of  two  inchee  on  all 
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sides  of  the  register  box,  extending  from  the  nnder 
side  of  the  ceiling,  below  the  register,  to  the  soapstone 
in  the  floor;  the  outside  of  said  space  to  be  covered 
with  a  casing  of  tin  plate,  made  tight  on  all  sides,  to 
extend  from  the  under  side  of  the  aforesaid  ceiling  up 
to,  and  turn  under,  the  said  soapstone.  Registers 
twelve  by  nineteen  inches,  or  less  than  fifteen  by 
twenty-five  inches,  shall  have  a  space  of  three  inches 
between  the  register  box  and  casing;  registers  of 
fifteen  by  twenty-five  inches,  and  more,  shall  have  a 
space  of  three  and  a  half  inches.  In  all  cases  where 
hot  water,  steam,  hot-air,  or  other  furnaces  are  placed 
vin  buildings  already  erected,  due  notice  shall  first  be 
given-  to  the  department  for  the  survey  and  inspection 
of  buildings,  by  the  owners  of  said  buildings,  or  con- 
tractors, or  superintendents  of  said  work. 
DisunM  g  21.  In  no  building,  whether  the  same  be  a  frame 
\>wnB  *°  building  or  otherwise,  shall  any  wooden  beams  or  tim- 
from  flneB.  -^^^  ^^  placcd  withiu  eight  inches  of  any  fine,  whether 
the  same  be  a  smoke,  air,  or  any  other  flue. .  All 
wooden  beams  and  other  timbers  in  the  party-wall  of 
every  building  hereafter  to  be  erected  or  built  of  stone, 
brick  or  iron,  shall  be. separated  from  the  beam  or 
timber  entering  in  the  opposite  side  of  the  wall  by  at 
least  four  inches  of  solid  mason  work.  No  floor  beam 
support  of  shall  be  supported  wholly  upon  anv  wood  partition, 
'^*™})ut  every  beam,  except  headers  and  tail  beams,  shall 
rest,  at  each  end,  not  less  than  four  inches  in  the  wall, 
or  upon  a  girder,  as  authorized  by  this  act.  And 
every  trimmer  or  header  more  than  four  feet  long, 
used  in  any  building,  except  a  dwelling,  shall  be  hung 
in  stirrup-irons  of  suitable  thickness  for  the  size  of 
the  timbers.  No  timber  shall  be  used  in  any  wall  of 
any  building,  where  stone,  brick,  or  iron  is  commonly 
.  used,  except  bond  timbers  and  lintels,  as  hereinbefore 
provided  lor,  or  as  may  be  approved  of  by  said  de- 
partment, and  no  bond  timber  in  any  wall,  shall  in 
width  and  thickness  exceed  that  of  a  course  of  brick. 
No  bond  timber  shall  be  more  than  three  feet  in  length, 
and  such  bond  timbers  shall  be  laid  eighteen  inches  apart, 
parallel  to  each  other,  and  there  shall  be  eight  inches 
of  brick  or  mason  work  between  the  ends  of  the  same. 
In  all  buildings  where  the  floor  beams  are  of  wood. 
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the  end  of  all  beams  resting  on  the  wall  shall  be  cut 
to  the  bevel  of  three  inches.  In  every  building,  al- 
ready erected,  or  hereafter  to  be  built,  the  floors  shall 
be  or  sufficient  strength  to  bear  the  weight  to  be  im- 
posed upon  them,  exclusive  of  the  weight  .of  the 
material  used  in  their  construction.  And  all  timbers 
or  beams  used  in  any  building,  whether  the  same  be  ' 

a  frame  building  or  otherwise,  shall  be  of  good  sound 
mat0rial,  free  &om  rot,  sap,  shakes,  or  rotten  knots, 
and  of  such  size  and  dimensions  as  the  purpose  for 
which  the  building  is  intended  requires. 

§  22.  Wooden  cornices  may  be  placed  on  brick,  domice*. 
stone  or  iron  buildinffs  not  over  forty  feet  in  height  or 
on  three  story  and  basement  brick  dwelliing-houses : 
provided,  that  the  said  cornices,  whethei*  used  for  a    ' 

Sitter  or  not,  shall  have  the  brackets  well  built  into 
e  walls,  and  well  fastened  to  wall  strips  built  into 
the  wall  for  that  purpose ;  and  in  all  cases,  the  walls 
shall  be  carried  up  to  the  planking  of  the  roof,  and  •. 
when  the  cornice  projects  above  the  roof,  the  walls 
shall  be  carried  up  to  the  top  of  the  cornices ;  and  no 
wooden  cornice  shall  extend  across  two  or  more 
buildings,  but  the  same  shall  return  against  the  build- . 
ing  on  which  it  is  placed,  and  the  party-walls  shall  in 
all  casesi  extend  up  above  the  planting  of  the  cornice, 
and  be  coped ;  and  all  exterior  cornices  and  gutters 
of  all  other  buildings,  hereafter  to  be  erected  or  built, 
shall  be*of  some  fire-proof  material ;  and  in  every  case 
the  greatest  weight  of  stone,  iron,  or  other  material  of 
which  the  cornice  shall  be  constructed,  shall  be  on  the 
inside  of  the  outer  line  of  the  wall  on  which  the  cornice 
shall  rest,  in  the  proportion  of  three  of  wall  to  two  of 
cornice  in  weight ;  allowance  being  made  for  the  ex- 
cess of  leverage  produced  by  the  projection  of  the  cor- 
nice beyond  the  face  gf  the  wall*;  and  all  fire-proof  • 
cornices  shall  be  well  secured  to  the  walls  with  iron 
anchors,  independent  of  any  wood  work,  and  all 
exterior  wooden  cornices  or  gutters  that  may  be  unsafe 
or  rotten,  shall  be  made  safe  or  be  taken  down ;  and 
may  be  replaced  of  wood  provided  the  building  is  not 
altered  in  height ;  and  all  buildings  shall  be  kept  pro- 
vided with  proper  metallic  leaders  for  conducting  the 
water  from  the  roof  to  the  ground,  sewer  or  street 
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gutter,  in  such  manner  as  shall  properly  protect  the 
walls  and  foundations  from  damage.    * 

g  23.  The  planking  and  sheathing  of  the  roof 
of  every  building  erected  or  built,  as  aforesaid,  shall 
in  no  case  be  extended  across  the  front,  rear,  side,  end, 
or  party- wall  thereof,  and  every  suxjh  building  and  the 
tops  and  sides,  every  dormer  window  thereon,  shall  be 
covered  and  roofed  with  slate,  tin,  zinc,  copper  or  iron, 
or  such  other  equally  fire-proof  roofing  as.  the  super- 
intendent of  buildings  under  his  certificate  may  au- 
thorize, together  with  a  majority  of  the  insurance 
companies  of  the  city  of  New  York,  wliich  are  incor- 
porated under  the  laws  of  this  State,  and  which  a 
majority  of  said  insurance  companies  wiH  also  insure 
at  the  sieime  rate  of  premium  as  other  articles  in  this 
section  mentioned.  And  no  wooden  buildings  here- 
after erected  or  built,  or  already  erected  in  any  part 
of  the  said  city  more  than  two  stories,  or  above  thirty 
fe^t  in  height  above  the  curb  level,  to  the  highest  part 
thereof  which  shall  require  roofing,  shall  oe.  roofed 
with  any  other  roofing  or  covering,  except  as  aforesaid. 
Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit 
the  repairing  of  any  shingle  roof,  provided  the  build- 
ing is  not  altered  in  height.  AJl  buildings  in  the  city 
of  New  York,  whether  already  erected  or  hereafter  to 
be  built,  shall  have  scuttle  frames  and  doors,  or  bulk- 
heads leading  to  the  roof,  made  of  or  covered  with 
some  fire-proof  material,  and  shall  have  stairways  or 
stationary  iron  ladders  leading  to  the  same,  and  all 
such  scuttles  or  sts^irways  or  ladders  leadine  to  the 
roof,  shall  be  kept  so  as  to  be  ready  for  use  at  all  tiihes, 
and  all  scuttles  shall  not  be  less  in  size  than  two  by 
three  feet. 

^  24.  All  gas,  water,  steam  or  other  pipes  which  may 
be  introduced  into  any  building  other  than  a  dwelling 
house,  shall  not  be  let  into  thebeams,  unless  the  same 
be  placed  within  thirty-six  inches  of  the  end  of  the  beams, 
and  in  no  case  shall  be  let  into  the  beams  more  than 
two  inches  in  depth. 

S  25.  In  all  buildings,  every  fioor  shall  be  of  suffi- 
cient strength,  in  all  its  parts,  to  bear  safely,  upon 
every  superficial  foot  of  its  surface,  seventy-live 
pounds;  and  if  used  as  a  place  of  public  assembly, 
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oAe  hundred  and  twenty  pounds ;  and  if  ^  used  as  a 
store,  factory,  warehouse,  or  for  any  other  mauufac- 
turing  or  commercial  purposes,  from  one  hundred  and 
fifty  to  five  hundred  pounds  and  upwards ;  the  weight 
in  each  class  of  these  buildings  being  determined  by 
the  department  for-the  survey  and  inspection  of  build- 
ings, under  this  act,  who  shstll  form  a  schedule  of  the 
weights  required  to  be  supported  safely  on  the  floors 
of  each  class,  and  furnish  a  printed  or  written  copy  of 
this  schedule  to  any  person  applying  for  it.  Every 
floor  shall  be  of  sufucient  strength  to  bear  safely  the 
weights  aforesaid,  in  addition  to  the  weight  of  tho 
materials  of  which  the  floor  is  composed ;  and  every 
column,  post  or  other  vertical  support,  shall  be  of  suf- 
ficient strength  to  bear  safely  the  weight  of  the  por- 
tion of  each  and  every  floot  depending  upon  it  for 
support,  in  addition  to  the  weight  required,  cs  above, 
to  be  supported  safely  upon  said  portions  of  said  floors. 
In  all  calculations  for  the  strength  of  materials  to  be  ^ 
used  in  every  building,  the  proportion  between  the 
safe  weight  and  the  breaking  weight  shall  be  as  one 
to  three,  for  all  beams,  girders  and  other  pieces  sub- 
jected to  a  cross  strain  ;  and  shall  be  as  one  to  six  for 
all  posts,  columns,  and  other  Vertical  supports,  and  for 
all  tie-rods,  tie-beams,  and  other  pieces  subjected  to  a 
tensile  strain,  and  the  requisite  dimensions  of  each 
piece  of  material  is  to  be  ascertained  by  computation, 
by  applicable  rules  given  by  Tredgold,  Hodgkinson, 
Barlow  and  other  reliable  writers  on  the  strength  of 
materials,  using  for  constants  in  the  rules  only  such 
numbers  as  have. been  deduced  from  experiments  on 
materials  of  like  kind  with  that  proposed  to  be  used. 

§  26.  In  all  fire-proof  buildings,  either  brick  walls  Rnicjjr 
with  wrought-iron  beams,   or  cast  or  wrought-iront^or*" 
columns,  with  wrought-iron  beams,  must  be  used  in^g^ 
the  interior ;  and  the  following  rules  must  be  observed : 

Ist.  All  metal  columns  shall  be  planed  true  and 
smooth  at  both  ends,  and  shall  rest  on  cast-iron  bed- 
plates and  have  cast-iron  caps,  which  shall  also  be 
planed  true.  If  brick  arches  are  used  between  the 
beams,  the  arches  shall  have  a  rise  of  at  least  an  inch, 
and  a  quarter  to  each  foot  of  span  between  the  beams. 

2d.  All  arches  shall  be  at  least  four  inches  thick. 
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Arches  over  four  feet  span  sluall  be  increased  in  thick- 
ness  toward  the  haunches  by  additions  of  four  inches 
in  thickness  of  brick;  the  first  additional  thickness 
shall  oommence  at  two  and  a  half  feet  fix>m  the  centCF 
of  the  span ;  the  second  addition  at  six  and  half  feet 
from  the  center  of  the  span ;  and  the  thickness  shall 
be  increased  thence  four  inches  for  every  additional 
four  feet  of  s^an  towards  the  haunches. 

8d.  The  said  brick  arches  shall  be  laid  to  a  line  on 
the  centers,  with  a  close  joint,  and  the  bricks  shall  be 
hard  burnt^  and  shall  be  well  wet,  and  the  joints  well 
filled  with  cement  mortar,  in  proportion  of  not  more 
than  two  of  sand  to  one  of  cement  hj  measure.  The 
arches  shall  be  well  grouted  and  pinned  or  chinked 
with  slate,  and  keyed. 

4th.  All  iron  beams  lA  stores  or  storehouses  shall 
have  wrought-iro^  ties,  which  shall  be  at  least  one 
inch  in  diameter,  placed  not  more  than  six  feet  from 
#  the  centers,  and  the  said  ties  shall  be  well  secured  to 
the  lower  half  of  each  beam,  and  into  a  beam  or 
continuous  piece  of  angle  iron  at  both  walls,  against 
which  the  arches  abut. 

6th.  Under  the  ends  of  all  the  iron  beams,  where 
they  rest  on  the  walls,  a  stone  jtemplet  must  be  built 
into  the  wallsT;  said  templets  to  be  eight  inches  wide 
in  twelve  inch  walls,  and  in  all  walls  of  greater  thick- 
ness, to  be  in  width  not  less  than  four  inches  less  than 
the  width  of  said  walls,  and  not  to  be  in  any  case,  lAs 
than  four  inches  in  thicknesp  and  eighteen  inches 
long. 

6th.  All  bake-houses,  smoke-houses,  ash-houses,  or 
ash-holes,  hereafter  built,  shall  be  constructed  en- 
tirely of  stone,  brick  or  iron,  and  without  the  use  of 
wood  in  any  part  thereof. 
S3?S?"       S  27.  No  frame  or  wooden  building,  shed,  exten- 
thecon-    siou,  stairway,  stoop,  balcony,  piazza,  platfortn,  bay 
o?w2JdMi  or  oriel  window,  or  wooden  structure  of  anv  kind,  in 
5!}}}JS^  whole  or  in  part  wood,  shall  hereafter  be  built  or  con- 
2f^"ng^  structed  south  of  a  line  running  from  the  East  to  the 
anthorit/  North  rivcr  one  hundred  feet  north  of  Eighty- sixth 
%^.  ^'  "Street  in  said  city,  unless  the  same  shall  firat  be  au- 
bniuSni^  thorized  by  the  superintendent  of  buildings  under  his 
certificate,  to  be  by  him  first  obtained  and  issued  in 
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the  same  maimer  as  provided  for  his  issuing  certifi- 
cates under  section  thirty-three  of  this  act,  provided,

of  all  piazzas  shall  be  covered  with  some  lire-proof 
material ;  any  bay  or  oriel  window  that  does  not  ex- 
tend more  than  three  feet  above  the  third  story  floor 
of  any  dwelling  hoaae  to  which  the  same  shall  be  at- 
tached,, may  be  built  of  wood.  All  privies,  not  ex- .  ^  • 
ceeding  ten  feet  square  and  ten  feet  high,*  may  be' 
built  and  covered  with  wood,  boards  or  shingles ;  and, 
provided  also,  that  all  steamboatgAnd  ferry  houses,  or 
other  structures  upon  or  adjoining  any  pier,  slip,  or 
bulk-head  in  said  city,  may  and  shall  be  constructed 
in  such  manner  as  said  superintendent  shall  determine 
and  designate  under  his  certificate  first  to  be  obtained 
therefor. 

S  28.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  owner  or  owners  changing

premises  to  be  unsafe  or  dangerous  the  judge  or  justice 
trvin^  said  cailse  shall  immediately  issue  a  precept  out 
of  said  court,  directed  to  the  superintendent  of  build- 
ings, reciting  said  verdict  or  decision,  and  command- 
ing him  to  forthwith  repair  and  secure,  or  cause  to  be 
repaired  and  secured,  or  take  down  and  remoye,  or 
eause  to  be  taken  down*  and  removed,  as  the  same 
may  be,  in  accordance  with  said  verdict  or  decision, 
saia  unsafe  or  dangerous  building,  buildings,  part  or 
parts  of  a  building,  walls,  parts  of  walls,  party  walls, 
shed,  chimney,  staging  or  structure,  or  other  premises 
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that  shall  have  been  named  in  said  notice ;  and  said 
superintendent  shall  immediately  thereupon  proceed  to 
execute  said  precept,  as  therein  directed,  and  may 
employ  such  labor  and  furnish  such  materials  as  may 
be  necessary  for  that  purpose,  and  after  having  so  done, 
said  superintendent  shall  make  return  of  said  precept, 
with  an  indorsement  of  his  action  thereunder,  and  tne 
costs  and  expenses  thereby  incurred,  to  said  court ;  and 
thereupon  said  court,  or  judge  or  justice  thereof,  shall 
tax  and  adjust  the  amount  indorsed  upon  said  precept,, 
and  shall  adjust  and  allow  disbursements  and  costs  of 
said  proceedings  to  said  attorney,  at  and  after  the  rate 
provided  in  the  code  of  procedure,  in  that  class  of 
actions  where  judgment  on  failure  to  answer  can 
only  be  taken  on  application  to  the  court,  together 
with  preliminary  expenses  of  searches  and  survey, 
which  shall  be  inserted  in  the  judgment  in  said  action 
or  proceeding;  and  shall  render  judgment  for  such 
amount  and  for  the  sale  of  said  premises  |p  satisfy  the 
same ;  wh\ch  sale  shall  be  in  the  same  manner  and 
with  like  effect  as  sales  under  judgment  in  foreclosure 
of  mortgages ;  and  in  case  such  premised  shall  not 
sell  for  sufficient  to  satisfy  the  amotint  ordered  to  bo 
paid  by  such  judgment,  the  deficiency  may  be  col- 
lected by  execution  on  said  judgment  against  the 
owner  of  said  premises.  And  in  and  about  the  carry- 
Beqnisi.  ing  Into  cficct  the  orders  of  the  court,  under  said 
SSSpteS  precept,  said  superintendent  may  make  requisition 
!«•  upon  the  comptroller  of  the  city  and  county  of  New- 

York  for  such  amount  or  amounts  of  money  as  shall 
be  necessary  to  meet  the  expenses  thereof;  and  upon 
the  same  being  approved  by  the  jud^e  or' justice  is- 
suing said  precept,  and  |)resented  to  said  comptroller, 
he  shall  pay  the  same;  and  for  that  purpose  shall 
borrow  and  raise  upon  a  revenue  bond,  to  be  issued

g  42.  The  department  for  the  survey  and  inspection  Depart 
of  buildings  in  the  city  of  New  York,  as  heretofore IS^U of- 
created  under  chapter  three  hundred  and  fifty-six,  of  J?  JSmSn 
the  Laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  passed  *»  *»ca. 
April  nineteenth  of  that  year,  entitled  "An  act  to 
provide  for  the  regulation  and  inspection  of  buildings, 
the  more  effectual  prevention  of  fires,  and  the  better 
preservation  of  life  and  property  in  the  city  of  New 
York,"  shall  continue  and  remain  in  fbrce,  and  shall 
have  charge  of  enforcing  the  several  provisions  of  this 
act,  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided.  And  said 
department  shall  be  taken  and  known  as  the  depart- 
ment herein  referred  to,  and  shall  be  provided  with 
office  room  and  all  necessary  supplies  for  the  proper 
transaction  of  its  business,  in  the  same  manner  as  now 
provided  for  other  executive  departments  in*  said  city ; 
and  the  said  department  shall  be  allowed  and  paid  for

shall  report,  in  writing,  forthwith,  to  the  deputy 
superintendent,  all  violations  of  any  of  the  several 
provisions  of  this  act,  together  with  the  strqet  and  num- 
ber of  the  building  or  premises  upon  which  violations 
are  found,  and  the  names*  of  the  owners,  agents, 
lessees,  occupants,  builders,  masons,  carpenters,  roofers,

which  they  may  be  licensed  to  sell  powder  under  this 
section,  a  sign,  on  which  sball  be  distinctly  printed,  in 
characters  legible  to  persons  passing  such  houses  or 
buildings,  the  words,  **  Licensed  to  sell  Gunpowder." 
No  gunpowder  shall  be  manufactured  in  said  city,  and 
no  quai^tity  of  gunpowder  greater  than  above  pro- 
vided shall  be  kept,  carried  or  conveyed  within  said 
city,  except  that  in  carrying  or  conveying  to  and  from 
any  licensed  powder  magazine  in  said  city,  a  quantity 
not  more  than  five  quarter  casks  may  be  carried  at 
any  one  time,  during  the  day  time,  for  the  purpose  of 
transportation  from,  any  vessel,  or  sending  the  same 
to  warehouses  from  said  magazines  or  to  any  ves- 
sel or  place  without  said  city,  provided  that  in  the  carry- 
ing orconveying  of  any  eunpowder  as  aforesaid,  the  same 
shall  be  protected  .  bv  being  completely  and  securely  ' 
covered  with  a  leather  or  canvass  cover  or  case,  and 
marked  ^'Gunpowder."  The  coiAmander,  owner  or  own- 
ers of  every  ship  or  other  yessel^  arriving  in  the  ht^rbor  of

New  York,  and  having  more  than  twenty-eirht  pounds 
of  gunpowder  on  boarC  shall,  within  forty-eight  hours  af- 
ter the  arrival,  and  before  such  ship  or  v^sel  shall  ap- 
proach within  three  hundred  yards  ofanywharf^  pier  or 
slip,  to  the  southward  of  aline  drawn  through  the  centre 
of  Sevenly-third  street  in  said  city,  cause  the  said  gun- 
powder to  be  landed  by  the  means  of  a  boat  or  boats, 
or  other  small  craft,  at  any  place  north  of  the  said 
line,  which  may  be  most  contiguous  to  any  magazine 
for  storing  gunpowder,  and  shall  cause  the  said  gun- 

f>owder  to  be  stored  in  such  magazine.  It  shall  be 
awful  either  to  proceed  with  such  ship  or  vessel  to  sea^ 
within  forty-eight  hours  after  her  arrival,  or  to  tran- 
ship such  gunpowder  from  one  ship  or  vessel  to  an- 
other, for  the  purpose  of  immediate  exportation, 
without  landing  the  same,  as  in  this  section  directed ; 
'  but  in  neither  case  shall  it  be  lawful  to  keep  such 
gunpowder  for  a  longer  time  than  forty-eight  hours  in 
the  harbor  of  New  York,  or  approach  witn  the  same 
within  three  hundred  yards  of  any  wharf,  pier  or  slip 
in  the  said  city,  to  the  southward  of  the  line  specified  in 
this  section.  Licensed  powder  magazines,  under 
license  from  the  mayor,  not  exceeding  four  in  num- 
ber, may  be  established  for  the  storing  of  gunpowder 
in  such  proper  places  within  said  city  of  New  York, 
north  of  Seventy-third  street,  remote  from  all  other 
buildings,  as  shall  be  designated  by  the  Metropolitan 
fire  commissioners,  said  mayor  and  the  superintendent 
of  buildings ;  and  such  licensed  powder  magazines 
are  hereby  exempted  from  the  operation  of  the  pre- 
ceding part  of  this  section ;  and  such  licensed  maga- 
zines are  hereby  placed  under  the  supervision  of  tne 
said  commissioners,  and  the  owners  thereof  are  hereby 
required  to  place  such  safeguards  in  and  about  the 
storage  and  handling  of  gunpowder  or  quantity  stored 
therein  as  said  commissioners  may  frota  time  to  time 
direct,  under  penalty  of  revocation  of  said  license  and 
subjecting  the  owners  to  all  penalties  for  violation  of 
this  section.  All  gunpowder  found  in  violation  of 
this  section  shall,  upon  the  direction  of  the  said  com- 
missioners, be  forthwith  seized  and  safely  stored,  knd 
be  sold  upon  three  days'  notice  to  the  owner  or  claim- 
ant; and  the  proceeds  of  su^h  sale^  after  deducting  all 
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expenses,  shall  be  forfeited  and  paid  over  to  tlie  said 
commissioners  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said  Metro- 
politan fire  department.  Nothing  contained  in  this 
section  shall  oe  construed  to  apply  to  any  ship  or 
vessel  of  war  in  the  service  of  the  U  nited  States,  or  of 
any  foreign  government,  while  lying  distant  three 
hnndred.yards  or  upwards  from  the  wharves,  piers  or 
slips  of  the  said  ci^ ;  and  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion shall  not  apply  to  any  vessel  while  receiving  gun- 
powder on  freight  on  any  one  day,  provided  such  ves- 
sel does  not  remain  at  any  wharf  of  the  said  city,  or 
within  three  hundred  yards  thereof  after  sunset.  The 
several  provisions  of  this  section  shall  also  apply  to 
the  keeping,  sale  and  use  of  gun  cotton,  explosive 
glycerine  and  blasting  powder,  excei>t  that  the  quantity 
of  blasting  powder  may  be  three  times  greater  than 
gunpowder. 

S  51.  No  person  shall  keep  upon  sale,  or  store  in  proviiion* 
any  place  or  building,  within  the  corporate  limits  of^  J2SJ? 
the  city  of  New  York,  any  crude  petroleum,  earth  or^*""- 
rock  oil,  or  any  of  its  products,  except  under  the  fol- 
lowing provisions:  Crude  petroleum,  earth  or  rock 
oil,  or  any  of  its  products,  may  be  stored  in  detached 
and  properly  ventilated  warehouses,  the  outer  walls 
of  which  shall  be  stone,  brick  or  iron,  specially 
adapted  for  the  purpose  by  having  raised  sills  at  least 
two  feet  high,  or  the  ground  floor  of  which  shall  be  at 
least  two  feet  below  the  level  of  the  street  or  adjoin- 
ing yard,  or  so  constructed  as  to  actually  prevent  the 
overflow  of  such  substances  beyond  the  premises 
where  the  same  may  be  kept  or  stored;  which  said' 
w&rehouses  shall  not  be  occupied  in  auy  part  as  a 
dwelling,  and  if  less  than  fifty  feet  from  any  adjacent 
dwelling,  the  same  must  be  separated  by  a  brick  or 
stonewall  at  least  ten  feet  in  heigntand  sixteen  inches 
thick.  No  refined  petroleum,  kerosene,  earth  or  rock 
oil  or  machinery  oils  shall  be  kept  upon  sale  or  stored 
within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  city  of  New  York, 
the  fire  test  of  which  shall  be  less  than  one  hundred 
degrees  Fahrenheit ;  said  test  shall  be  determined  by 
authorized  inspectors,  using  G.  Tagliabue's  or  other 
improved  instruments,  the  barrels  or  packages  con- 
taining  the  same  to  be  legibly  stamped  or  marked

in  thl3  town  of  Mentz,  and  if  said  commissioner  shall 
#  find,  on  such  examination^  that  lands  in  the  vicinity 
thereof  are  injured  by  the  overflow  of  water  on  acco\int 
of  defects  in  said  ditch,  he  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable, 
take  proper  steps  to  remedy  such  overflow  o^  opening 
said  ditches  and  keeping  them  open  in  such  a  manner 
as  at  all  times  to  discharge  the  water  and  prevent  over- 
flow from  the  State  works  upon  lands  in  the  vicinity ; 
the  expenses  thereof  to  be  paid  on  the  warrant  of  the 
auditor  out  of  any  moneys  appropriated  for  the  repairs 
of  the  middle  division  of  the  canals.

and  dues,  the  number,  election  knd  duties  of  its  of- 
ficers, the  safe  keeping  arid  protection  of  its  property 
and  funds,  and  from  time  to  time  to  alter,  modify, 
change  and  repeal  such  constitution,  by-laws,. rules 
and  regulations.  And  in  the  meantime  the  present

Town  Skction  1.  Qn  the  application  in  writing  of  twelve 

^Si!"  or  more  freeholders,  residents  of  any  town  in  either 
of  the  counties  of  Ulster  and  Orange,  situate  along  the 
route  of  the  Walkill  Valley  Railroad,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  county  judge  of  the  county  wherein  such 
town  is  situated,  within  ten  days  after  such  applica- 
tion, to  appoint  under  his  hand  and  seal,  not  more  than 
three  freeholders,  residents  of  said  town  to  be  commis- 
sioners for  said  town,  to  carry  into  eflFect  the  purposes 
and  provisions  of  this  act,  who  shall  hold  their  offices

The  Canal  Commissioners  are  hereby 
authorized  to  take  immediate  measures  to  raise  the 
berm  bank  and  tow-path  of  the  Erie  canal  from  the 
aqueduct  to  a  point  ten  chains  west  of  Lyell  street  in 
the  cily  of  Rochester,  in  such  places  as  may  be  ne> 
ceesary,  not  exceeding  nine  feet  from  the  bottom  of 
the  canal.

AN  ACT  for  the  relief  of  Jarvis  Lord,  assignee  of 
James  Bellows. 
Passed  June  21, 1866 ;  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  Yorky  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly ^  do  enact  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  The  canal  board  is  hereby  authorized 
and  required  to  examine  into  the  circumstaneeB  of  the 
break  or  breaks  in  the  Chemung  canal  and  feeder,  on 
or  about  the  seventeenth  day  of  March,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  sixty-five;  and  if  the  same  were  occasioned 
by  carelessness  or  negligence  in  the  erection  of  a  cer- 
tain improvement  bv  tne  State  or  its  agents,  in  the 
Chemung  river  at  Coming,  and  by  reason  of  high 
IVjpiter  at  that  time,  causing  greater  injury  to  said 
canal  and  feeder,  and  did  not  occur  in  consequence  of 
any  fault  or  neglect  on  the  part  of  the  contractor  or 
isontractors  fpv  repairs  on  the  Chemung  canal  and 
feeder,  and  if  s^ch  a  state  of  facts  should  be  proved  as 
would  mak^  the  ^tate  liable  in  a  court  of  justice^ 
were  it  an  individual  capable  of  being  sued,  the  said 
board  mav  award  to  the  said  Jarvis  Lord,  assignee  of 
James  Beljiows,  tjh^  expenses  actual  ly  an  d  necessarily  in- 
curred in  i:epair^gsac^b|^ak  or  breaks,  after  deduct- 
ing such  sums  of  money  as  have  been  already  paid  to 
said  Jarvis  Lord,  assignee  of  James  Bellows,  under 
his  contract  for  repairs.  jBut  the  whole  amount  to  be 
awarded  under  tli^  act  shaM  ^ot  exceed  the  sum  of 
thirty  thousand  dollars.

AN  ACT  for  the  relief  of  Amariah  Hoi  brook  and 
George  B.  Sherrill. 

Passed  June  21, 1866 ;  tbree-fifthsbeingpresent 

T^e  People  of  the  State  of  Nno  Yorky  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly ^  do  enact  as  follows ; 

Section  1.  The  first  section  of  chapter  fourhnndred 
and  eighty-nine  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixtj-five,  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read 
as  follows: 

Sections  one,  two  and  three  of  chapter  two  hundred 
and  fifty-two  of  the  session  laws  of  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty.four,  entitled  "  An  act  in  relation  to  repair 
contracts/*  shall  be  construed  and  held  applicable  to 
the  contract  entered  into  between  the  State  of  New 
York  and  Amariah  Holbrook  and  George  B,  Sherrill 
for  the  building  of  lock  number  thirteen  on  the 
Champlain  canai,  dated  in  October,  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-three ;  and  said  Holbrook  and  Sherrill  are 
hereby  declared  entitled  to  the  full  benefit  of  the 
provisions  of  said  sections  touching  their  said  con- 
tract, and  they  shall  have,  for  thirty  days  after  the 
passage  of  this  act,  the  right  to  appeal  from  the  deci- 
sion of  the  contracting  board  heretofore  made  to  the 
canal  board,  but  the  amount  to  be  awarded  them 
under  this  act  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  eight  thoa- 
sand  dollars  in  addition  to  the  amount  already  received 
or  awarded  to  them. 

§  2.  The  Auditor  of  the  Canal  Department  shall 
draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treasurer  in  favor  of  said
